PEACE AND THE VICES 


By ANNA A. ROGERS 
Author of “Sweethearts and Wives”. 


The ARMY-AND NAVY JOURNAL says:— 
“Shows a thorough knowledge of Service conditions, 
both official and social, much sympathy with the point 
of view of the Navy officer and a close study of Naval 
life, all giving reality to a story interesting in itself and 
full of the deeper emotions common to all human 
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While the destruction of the Russian battleship Petro- 
pavlovsk at Port Arthur and the subsequent declaration 
of several members of the United States Senate that the 
event proved the battleship to be an obsolete type of naval 
vessel, have provoked widespread discussion on both sides 
of the Atlantic, the sober second thought appears to have 
led to a general conclusion that it would be premature 
and perhaps risky to abandon the construction of such 
ships merely on the strength of our limited knowledge of 
operations in the Far East. So far as the meagre in- 
formation now available shows, the determining factor in 
the naval engagements in the Far East was not ships 
but personnel, which, however, found its opportunity for 
bold action in the employment of the small auxiliary 
vessels which admit, more readily than battleships, of the 
application of the two factors essential to naval success, 
—mobility and audacity. The Russian warships which 
have been destroyed were among the very finest of their 
class in the world, but their officers appear to have been 
sadly lacking in the dash and initiative which have so 
uniformerly characterized the work of the Japanese. The 
Russians throughout the entire naval campaign so far 
seem to have suffered, not only because of the conscious- 
ness of their own inefficiency, but from a consciousness 
that their inefficiency was known to the enemy. Under 
those conditions—with conscious inferiority on the part of 
the Russians and resolute self-confidence, audacity and 
admirable strategy on the part of the Japanese—it would 
be absurd and misleading to account for results by check- 
ing ship against ship or type against type. On the other 
hand, it is altogether probable that the lessons of the 
present war may lead to important, even though limited, 
modifications of construction policy in the navies of the 
world. It is thought, for example, that one effect will be 
to check the demand for increasing the size of battleships. 
It is stated, in fact, by our English contemporary, the 
Hampshire Telegraph, that the Construction Department 
of the British Navy has already decided that there shall 
be no further increase in the size of battleships, and that 
the policy hitherto pursued in building such ships was a 
mistaken one. The Telegraph adds: “The experiments 
on the Belleisle at Portsmouth last Autumn were really 
the means that led to this decision, and it is probably the 
real reason, too, why the designs for new battleships just 
laid down were changed. They were to have had a dis- 
placement of 18,000 tons each, but almost at the last 
moment it was decided to make them of the same type 
as the King Edwards. These ships are really too large, 
and it is generally understood that the next group, the 
Lord Nelsons, will be much smaller. The very narrow 
margin of lateral buoyancy which a modern battleship 
possesses is another point prominently brought to the 
front by the sinking of the Russian Petropavlovsk. In all 
cases of a vessel being rammed or torpedoed she capsizes 
as soon as she commences to settle down. The Victoria 
did so, and so did the Petropavlovsk. The cause of the 
capsizing was the accumulation of water on one side of 
the vessel, the weight overcoming its center of buoyancy. 
A different arrangement of the watertight bulkheads is a 
remedy that suggests itself.”

At a meeting in New York on May 9 of gentlemen in- 
terested in the thirty-seventh International Peace Con- 
gress which is to assemble in Boston in October next, 
there was a characteristic manifestation of that cheer- 
ful optimism which maintains that war can be abolished 
simply by refusing to touch the implements with which 
it is prosecuted. One of the speakers reminded his hear- 
ers that the first peace meeting of importance held in the 
United States took place in Boston in 1815, and then, 
after briefly reviewing the results of that and other sim- 
ilar gatherings since then, closed his remarks with the 
sanguine assurance that ultimately The Hague Tribunal, 
which is the crystallization of international sentiment, 





would put a stop to war altogether. The speaker was 
entirely silent regarding the fact that Russia, on whose 
initiative The Hague Tribunal was organized, is now en- 
gaged in a war of aggression against a smaller power, 
and has used her power to crush the liberties of another, 
Finland. Another gentleman at the meeting in New 
York submitted the important statement that the peace 
movement is rapidly increasing in strength throughout 
the world, that it is far stronger in France than in Amer- 
ica and that it is a disgrace that the United States and 
England should be rapidly increasing their war equip- 
ment while smaller nations like Chili and Argentina are 
doing away with their armaments. It would be unkind 
to say a word in disparagement of the beneficent enter- 
prise with which these hopeful humanitarians have as- 
sociated themselves. If they will permit us, however, 
we beg to offer one friendly suggestion, and it is this: 
That the broadest guaranty of peace lies in the highest 
development of military resources; that the best way to 
prevent war is to be prepared for war and that even 
as vaccination is a recognized safeguard against small- 
pox, so the inculcation of the military spirit is the one 
practical method of discouraging the use of arms in the 
adjudication of disputes among nations. Events in the 
Far East have revealed anew the costliness of war, but 
they have also in the case of Russia again illustrated 
the stupendous folly of mistaking military resources for 
military strength in the field.

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There is reason to believe that diplomatic relations 
between the United States and the Republic of Colom- 
bia, which were suspended by the latter two or three 
months ago because of the recognition of the Republic 
of Panama by the Government at Washington, will 
shortly be resumed. The State Department has already 
been notified that Dr. Herran, the Colombian chargé at 
Washington, who closed the legation after he and Gen- 
eral Reyes had vainly endeavored to obtain indemnity 
from the United States for the loss of Panama, will re- 
turn to his post in a few weeks with the understanding 
that the affair on the Isthmus shall be regarded as a 
closed incident. In an interview published in the Ven- 
ezuelan Herald, General Reyes said—and his remarks 
are suggestive in view of the reported combination of 
South American republics against the United States: 
“The only means which the countries of Latin-America 
have of saving themselves from dismemberment, such as 
Colombia has suffered by the separation of Panama, and 
of nullifying the danger of falling victims to the ‘mani- 
fest destiny’ proclaimed by McKinley and realized by 
Roosevelt with universal applause, is to put an end once 
for all, as Chili, Mexico, Brazil and the Argentine Re- 
public have done, to civil war, and in this way oppose 
the forces of civilization and progress to the Yankee doc- 
trine. We have so far avoided war in Panama and shal] 
continue to avoid it. I am returning to Colombia to 
work for its reconstruction on a serious and respectable 
basis and aid the construction of the Isthmian canal, 
which is of greater interest to Colombia than to the 
United States, or even to Panama, and that, for that 
very reason, the Colombians, although they have lost ter- 
ritory have the moral obligation of contributing to that 
gigantic work, to their utmost.” Because of these mod- 
erate and statesmanlike utterances the administration of 
Colombian affairs by President Reyes, should he be elect- 
ed, will be watched from the United States with the most 
cordial and sympathetic interest.

When the 3d U.S. Infantry goes to Alaska on July 1 
in pursuance of G.O. 61, April 2, it is probable that the 
two companies assigned to Fort Egbert will be sent over 
the Canadian route, provided, of course, no objection is 
made by the Dominion authorities. It is intimated, 
however, but without warrant so far as can be ascer- 
cained, that the government at Ottawa will not permit 
so large a body of American troops to pass through 
Cenadian territory, in which event, of course, there 
would be nothing for them to do but to march to their 
station over a long and difficult route through United 
States territory. When the plans of the War Depart- 
ment for the transportation of the troops are completed 
the State Department will place the matter before the 
British Ambassador at Washington. Several de- 
tachments of American troops have passed over 
the Canadian route to Alaska within the last two years 
without objection, and there is no more reason to with- 
hold the privilege now than there was then. The fact, 
however, that tho Canadians might object if they saw. 
fit, newly emphasizes the folly of Congress in refusing 
to vote money for the construction of an adequate sys- 
tem of military roads and trails in Alaska over which 
troops could reach our distant posts in that region with- 
cut having to pass through foreign territory en route, 
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Civil Engr. Andrew C. Cunningham, U.S.N., in an ar- 
ticle published in the Proceedings of the Naval Institute, 
contends that the naval policy of the United States 
should provide for the gradual development of a mova- 
ble base, that is, an outfit composed of a floating dry 
dock, two repair ships, four colliers, two magazines. and 
equipment ships, and two recruiting and hospital ships, 
all of which may be taken to the scene of naval opera- 
tions anywhere in the world in time of war. Such a 
base, says Mr. Cunningham, suggests, first and last, dis- 
tant or foreign operations, but he holds that it has a far 
more important value to the Navy when considered from 
the purely defensive standpoint. When our land dry 
docks under construction and projected are all completed 











cided that instead of disposing of them by sale at a heavy 
loss to continue to issue them to a portion of the Army. 
The result of that arrangement, according to reports, is 
that the regiments returning from the Philippines and 
receiving the new uniform present such a smart appear- 
ance at their stations here in the United States that the 
less-favored ones who are still wearing the old uniform 
feel that they suffer by comparison. This state of af- 
fairs is probably somewhat distasteful to the men who 
have not yet received the new outfit, but it is only a tem- 
porary embarrassment arising from a requirement of 
sound business policy and will soon pass away. Mean- 
while the resentment of the troops who are still waiting 
for their new toggery is gratifying rather than alarm- 
ing. It signifies that they are sensitive to their appear- 
ance, as good soldiers always are, and that they desire 
to make a showing equal to the best. The man who is 
indifferent to such things is lacking in qualities which 
make for efficiency and esprit de corps. ° 


Lieut. Comdr, Wm. 8. Sims, inspector of target prac- 
tice, who has just returned to Washington from Pensa- 
cola, where he watched the annual record target prac- 
tice there, brought with him the records made by the Mis- 
souri in her target practice after the disaster of April 
13. The 6-inch guns made an average of 2.7 hits per 
gun per minute. The forward 12-inch turret did not 
make so good a record because the bands on the shells 
used were loose and the rotary motion necessary to in- 
sure accuracy was interfered with. As soon as the Mis- 
souri reaches Newport News she will be sent out under 
the direction of the Board of Inspection and Survey for 
her acceptance trials. When these are completed she 
will return to Newport News for repair of the damage 
she suffered in the accident of April 18. These repairs 
will be hurried in order to enable her to sail for Europe 
to join the North Atlantic fleet in its cruise in the Medi- 
terranean. Upon her veturn the Missouri will undergo 
complete repairs.

In anticipation of the early evacuation of Newchwang 
by the Russian forces and as a precaution against the 
disorder which would undoubtedly follow until the Jap- 
anese took charge of the city, orders were sent from the 
Navy Department May 9 to Rear Admiral P. H. Cooper, 
commander-in-chief of the Asiatic fleet, to send a cruiser 
and a gunboat to Chefoo, the nearest neutral port to 
Newchwang. It is expected at the Navy Department that 
Rear Admiral Cooper will promptly dispatch the pro- 
tected cruiser Raleigh from Chemulpo to Chefoo and 
either the gunboat Wilmington or Helena to Chefoo from 
Wenchau, On their arrival at Newchwang the command- 
ers of the American warships would of course place 
themselves in touch with the American Consul there, 
Mr. Miller, and be subject to his call for assistance. Both 
ships will doubtless carry a full marine guard. 








At the Navy Department it is announced that Capt. 
R. M. Berry is to be succeeded in command of the Ken- 
tucky by Capt. W. J. Barnette, a member of the joint 
Army and Navy Board and now on duty with the Gen- 
eral Board. The Kentucky sailed May 9, from Gibral- 
tar for New York, via Funchal, with Rear Admiral R. 
D. Evans on board. Just when the Kentucky will be 
placed out of commission for repairs or whether this will 
be necessary is yet undecided. As a member of the 
General Board, Captain Barnette has been chairman 
of the Sub-committee on War Plans. He has also been 
an enthusiastic worker for the creation of a general staff 
and for the establishment of a naval reserve. 





The projected visit to Havana of a battleship and two 
cruisers, under command of Rear Admiral Jewell, which 
has been postponed until the autumn on account of a 
domestic bereavement in the family of President Palma, 
is intended as a sort of congratulatory junket for the 
purpose of showing to the Cubans and to President 
Palma that this country looks upon Cuba as one of its 
best friends, and that the infant republic need fear no 
unfriendly act from the United States Government by 
reason of any past unpleasantness. 


The new Infantry Association now has a membership 
of 1,000 and its officers declare the prospects for consider- 
able increase are good. The association has decided to 
publish a journal and arrangements are ‘tow in progress 
for the first issue. To start with, the journal will be 
issued quarterly, but should the growth of the associa- 
tion justify, it will be made a bi-monthly. It is hoped 
to have the first number ready for issue July 1, 


The officers who have been ordered to duty at the new 
naval station at Guantanamo will be borne on the 
of the Amphitrite, station ship, for payment. This duty 
will not be considered as shore duty, neither will 
regarded as sea duty in the full meaning of the term. 
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The Revue du Cercle Militaire estimates that Russia, 
at the beginning of April, had in the Far East a total 
of 151 infantry battalions, or 151,000 rifles. Of cavalry 
there were 99 squadrons, or 14,850 men; of artillery at 
least 272 guns; and of engin@ers three battalions, or 
3,000 men. In round numbers General Kuropatkin had 
at his disposal an effective force of 170,000 men. The 
principal Russian commanders in the Far East are given 
as follows: Commander-in-Chief of the land and sea 
forces, Admiral Kugene Ivanovitch Alexieff, viceroy of 
the Far Hast, who is 61 years old; chief of staff, Lieu. 
tenant General Jilinski (51 years); quartermaster gen- 
eral, Major General Pflug (44 years). Army of Man- 
churia: Commander-in-Chief, General Kuropatkin (56 
years); chief of staff, name not known; quartermaster 
general, General Blagovietschenski (50 years). First 
army corps: Commandant, Lieutenant General Sachar- 
off (51 years); chief of staff, Major General Ivanoff (52 
years). Second army corps: Commandant, Lieutenant 
General Sassulitch (60 years); chief of staff, Major Gen- 
eral Pagengut (50 years). Third army corps: Com- 
mandant, Lieutenant General Stessel (56 years); chief 
of staff, Major General Bosnatovski (50 years). Fourth 
army corps: Commandant, Lieutenant General Saru- 
baeff (60 years); chief of staff, name not known. Other 
commanders are: Of Cossack cavalry divisions, Major 
Generals Simonoff and Kennenkampf; of troops guard- 
ing railways, Lieutenant General ‘Tchitchagoff (52 
years); of fortress of Port Arthur, Lieutenant General 
Smirnoff (50 years); of Vladivostok, Lieutenant General 
Voronej (52 years); of the Amur district, Lieutenant 
General Linevitch; of Siberia, Lieutenant General 
Sukotin; of the maritime territory, Lieutenant General 
KXoliobakin; of the territory of the Ossouri, Lieutenant 
General Potiata; of the Pacific naval forces, Vice Ad- 
miral Makaroff (56 years), since killed at Port Arthur. 
lt will be observed that the average of the generals 
whose ages are given is 53. ‘The average age of our 
twenty-one general otlicers of the line is 57 years, viz.: 
lieutenant general, 62; major generals, 59; brigadier 
generals, 56. 
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Striking testimony to the adaptability of the Filipino 
is given by Lieut. Col. James Alien, Signal Corps, U.S. 
A., in a report describing several enterprises of cable 
construction and repair in Alaska in 1903. The U.S. 
transport ship Burnside, titted as a cable ship, reached 
Sitka, Alaska, in July last, having in her crew sixty 
Filipinos, twenty of whom were detailed to technical 
work in laying and repairing cables. ‘They were thus 
engaged for the ensuing three months, during which they 
experienced a great deal of rough weather, one voyage 
having been so trying that the Burnside narrowly es- 
caped destruction. The Filipinos, however, in spite of 
the severe climate and the difficult nature of the work, 
proved so etlicient and trustworthy that Colonel Allen 
speaks of them in the following terms: “The work was 
always cheerfully performed by them, and in no case 
during the entire trip was any sort of punishment ad- 
ministered to these men. They continually grew in 
strength, and with the exception of slight colds from ex- 
posure, they were in excellent health throughout. The 
point desired to be made prominent is that these men 
taken from the Philippine Islands and sent directly into 
the cold of Alaska, were able to perform all the duties 
required of them in the most satisfactory manner. They 
were skillful as members of the ship’s crew, especially in 
the handling of cable and the management of boats and 
picking up of buoys. I feel sure that it will be of in- 
terest to the War Department to know that it was dem- 
onstrated that the Filipino is capable of rendering such 
excellent service aboard ships even in the extreme north- 
ern climates.” General Greely is so highly impressed 
with the work performed in Alaska by the Filipinos that 
he has forwarded Colonel Allen’s report to the War De- 
partment with the following indorsement: ‘In conduct, 
efficiency and zeal the Filipino laborers were highly satis- 
factory and far exceeded in these respects the highest ex- 
pectations of their most enthusiastic friends. The marked 
success of the past year has caused the chief signal 
officer of the Army to engage a Filipino crew for the 
operations in Alaskan waters for the coming summer.”

Major General MacArthur, U.S.A., in commenting up- 
on the case of an enlisted man sentenced by a G.C.M. to 
four months’ imprisonment, with loss of $10 per month 
of his pay during that period, for disrespect toward his 
commanding officer, says: “In the foregoing case it ap- 
pears from the record that the accused was a member of 
the guard on April 18, 1904, and in performing his duty 
in that capacity was necessarily absent from the payment 
of his company, and his pay was delivered by the pay 
master to the company commander, by whom the entire 
amount thus received was given to the exchange officer 
without the authority or knowledge of the accused, in 
part liquidation of his indebtedness to the post exchange. 
As a consequence of this transaction the accused entered 
into the highly discreditable altercation with his company 
commander, of which he has been very properly convict- 
ed. The reviewing officer, however, cannot give his sAanc- 
tion to the sentence without remarking that where a sol- 
dier has received credit at the post exchange, and there- 
after fails to render prompt and unsolicited payment, 
the Army regulations provide a specific method of recov- 
ery, provided the indebtedness has been contracted in ac- 
cordance with the exchange regulations. The reviewing 
officer further remarks that the pay of a soldier received 
from a paymaster by a company commander is solely for 
the purpose of delivery to the soldier. There is no prin- 


-- 


ciple of law or provision of Army regulations that au- 
thorizes a company commander, so receiving money, to use 
it to pay any of the soldiers debts, unless specifically au- 
thorized to do so. If the accused, in the present in- 
stance, had made a respectful representation of the case, 
in such form as to reach these headquarters, the money 
undoubtedly would have been returned to him. Instead 
of following this course, however, he resorted to a meth- 
od of action clearly in violation of the 20th Article of 
War, and the sentence was, therefore, approved April 
26, 1904, and will be duly executed at the station of his 
company.” 


Capt. Theodore H. Low, U.S.M.C., in an article pub- 
lished in the Journal of the Military Service Institution, 
pleads earnestly for uniform drill regulations in the Army 
and Navy, his opinion being that such uniformity is 
necessary to the effective development and use of our 
military resources. He believes that the present condi- 
tion of diverse drills now existing in the two Services can- 
not be duplicated anywhere else in the world except pos- 
sibly in China or some other non-progressive country. 
“Nowhere else,” he says, “is it necessary for the Navy, 
a branch of the national forces at present nearly 40,000 
strong, to practice an Infantry drill distinctly different 
from that of the Regular Army. A few years ago all 
the national forces barely exceeded in numbers the pres- 
ent strength of the Navy. The form of Infantry drill 
used by the Navy must then be, surely, a matter of great 
military importance. . . . One of the chief requisites 
of any system of Infantry drill is its adaptability to all 
conditions and circumstances. All troops of whatever 
arm of service need that drill which is best fitted to meet 
all the contingencies and vicissitudes of war. The Navy 
should require its own form of Infantry drill no more 
than does the Artillery or Cavalry. If the new drill 
regulations, through no fault of their own, are not 
adapted for use aboard ship, then the continued necessity 
of a distinct and separate drill for use there can lead to 
but one conclusion. It must mean the necessity of one 
drill for use aboard, and another for use ashore, which 
is plainly ridiculous. . . . ‘The hope of seeing, on 
parade or on the battlefield, all branches of the Service 
obeying and fighting as a unit, can only be realized by 
the adoption of a uniform drill.” 








Writing of “Savage and Civilized Dress” in the Jour- 
nal of the Franklin Institute, Edwin Swift Balch says 
that it might be assumed that the superior development 
of the brain of civilized man would result in some form 
of dress far better and more tasteful than anything 
found among savages, yet it may be doubted whether 
this is the case to anything like the degree which might 
be expected. Even to-day in some places civilized man 
may obtain valuable hints from savage or semi-civilized 
peoples. One marked error of civilized dress is its in- 
terference with the proper ventilation of the skin. ‘The 
human animal breathes with his entire skin; refuse mat- 
ter is thrown off as perspiration through every pore. 
The fact is well known, but in the garments of civiliza- 
tion it is almost universally unrecognized. The prin- 
ciples underlying proper ventilation in garments are 
simple. The materials should be porous, and the more 
impervious materials should be inside. The most curious 
deformity achieved by civilized people is that produced 
in their feet by means of the civilized shoe. Colonel 
Henry, chief medical officer at Camp Black, in 1898, 
stated in an interview that a large proportion of the 
volunteers for the United States Army had to be rejected 
on account of imperfect feet. Savage peoples do not 
distort their feet. They wear sandals or moccasins or 
fur boots, but their footgear always conforms to, and 
does not have to be broken in by, the foot. 





In an article published in the San Juan, P.R., Daily 
News of April 27, a statement was made which Major 
Henry A. Reed, Art. Corns, U.S.A., regarded as an in- 
sinuation that certain enlisted men of the two companies 
of Coast Artillery, the 56th and 59th, then stationed at 
San Juan, intended, when returning to the United States, 
to desert the native wives they had married in Porto 
Rico. Major Reed thereupon addressed the following 
letter to the editor of the News: “You are respectfully 
requested to correct your remarks in editorial of 27th 
instant, concerning the artillerymen now here intending 
to desert their wives married on this island. There is 
no instance of such intention, nor has there been any 
necessity for the intervention of officers in this matter.” 
In reply to Major Reed’s demand the editor of the News 
protests that he meant no reference to any member of 
the Major’s command. He adds the following statement, 
however, for which he gives no authority: “You know 
as well as I, that hundreds of such cases have happened 
since the Spanish-American War, and we complimented 
the order of the department commander in instructing 
that provision be made for the families of the men. I 
certainly congratulate both men and officers on being able 
to say that no measures were necessary to make the men 
do their duty. This places them far above other com- 
mands which have been here and in the Philippines and 
have left a trail of wives and babies in their rear.”

Assuming the correctness of reports as to the use of 
the bayonet in some of the recent fighting along the Yalu, 
it would appear that, the contention that the usefulness 
of that weapon has passed away is somewhat premature. 
The Russian commander, General Kuropatkin, is quoted 
to the effect that the Japanese frequently charged his 
lines with the bayonet and adds that later the Russians, 
in order to extricate themselves, advanced on the Jap- 


anese with the bayonet, the Japanese declining the cop. 
test. The argument against the bayonet is that with the 
introduction of long range rifles and the consequent emp. 
tiness of the battlefield, close-quarter fighting has be. 
come a thing of the past. Reports from the Yalu indj- 
cate, however, that im spite of these changed conditions 
of warfare it is still possible for opposing forces to come 
into actual contact and permit of the charge en masse 
as the means of carrying a position. From what the 
been written about the fighting on the Yalu we may con- 
clude that the last word as to the value of the bayonet js 
yet to be spoken. The full details of those operations in- 
deed may support the theory that so long as infantry is 
employed there will be the possibility of fighting at close 
quarters, and that so long as there is a possibility of 
fighting at close quarters the bayonet will be worth re- 
taining as an implement of the infantry soldier. 





Following the successful voyage of the torpedo flotilla 
from Hampton Roads to Manila, the Department is now 
conducting another experimental cruise with the moni- 
tor Wyoming and the torpedo-boat destroyers Paul Jones 
and Preble. These three vessels have been stationed at 
Panama for some time, but are now en route from that 
point to Guaymas, Mexico, whence they will proceed to 
San Diego, Cal., thence to Portland, Oregon, and on still 
farther north to Puget Sound, the orders contemplating 
arrival at the last named place about July 15. In Puget 
Sound these vessels will join Admiral Glass’s squadron, 
which about that date will be on the return from its 
cruise to the Aleutian Islands. With this entire force 
Admiral Glass will then cruise along the Pacific coast, 
“fetching up” at San Francisco later in the autumn, The 
experience gained by the men and officers of these small 
vessels will be of great service in case this country 
should become involved in war, and it is the intention of 
the Department to insure as much practical knowledge 
in managing torpedo-boats as possible. It is not improba- 
ble that these two torpedo-poat destroyers may cruise as 
far afield as Honolulu during the coming year.

In the new cavalry drill book, provisionally issued te 
the British army, the formation of “Fours” is done away 
with, the word now meaning simply four men on the 
same alignment. The senior non-com. officer is posted as 
troop guide in the center of the front rank, the trot is 
to be reduced from nine miles an hour to eight; the right 
center unit or section must always be kept in front and 
all advances made from it; filing to the front by see- 
tions is substituted for “From the right of fours to the 
front file; in forming squadron column the advance 
must be made from the second troop; the adjutant is to 
ride in front of the squadron of direction and direct the 
advance. 
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Lieut. Comdr. William Braunersreuther, commanding 
the naval prison ship Southerey, has requested the Navy.

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RESIGNATION FOR GOOD OF THE SERVICE. 


The attention of the Secretary of War was recently 
called to the announcement of resignation of two offi- 
eers from the Army “for the good of the Service.” The 
Secretary was asked if there was any method of secur- 
ing the elimination of the phrase “for the good of the 
Service” from these resignations, The Secretary referred 
the matter to the Judge Advocate General, who in his 
reply says: 

“First Lieut. John R. Doyle, 9th Inf., entered the Mili- 
tary Academy in June, 1897; he was found deficient in his 
studies and discharged on Jan. 56, 1899; on the recom- 
mendation of the Academic Board, he was reinstated in 
June, 1899, and continued on duty, as a cadet, until June, 
19”, when he was again found deficient and discharged. 
In October, 1902, he was appointed to the Army from 
civil life, as a 2d lieutenant in the 9th Infantry, and was 
assigned to the detachment of that regiment which con- 
stituted the Legation Guard in Pekin, China. 

“Early in 1903, Lieutenant Doyle's intemperate habits 
attracted the attention of his commanding officer; the 
extent of his offending in that regard being set forth in 
the following communication to the Adjutant General, 
under date of April 11, 1903: 

“Since his arrival Lieutenant Doyle has been very 
drunk twice, and the occasions have been such as to 
show an utter lack of propriety or responsibility. 1t Is 
but just to say that aside from this habit Lieutenant 
Doyle has shown great zeal in his studies and work. 

“These representations were submitted to the Secre- 
tary of War, who, on April 17, directed that Lieutenant 
Doyle be transferred to a regiment serving in the Di- 
vision of the Philippines and that, ‘Lieutenant Doyle will 
be instructed that nothing but a complete reformation 
in his habits will be tolerated if he wishes to remain 
long in the military service, and that he will be held to 
strict accountability for his future conduct.’ 

“Lieutenant Doyle was transferred to a company serv- 
ing in the Philippine Islands in May, 1903, and his conduct 
between that date and Sept. 30, following, was reported 
as satisfactory. On Dec. 7, however, he was reported as 
having been drunk on duty. For this offense charges 
were preferred, and, as they were about to be referred 
to a court-martial for trial, Lieutenant Doyle tendered 
his resignation, which was forwarded to the War De- 
partment with the following endorsement: ‘Second Licu- 
tcnant Doyle, 9th Inf., under charges violation of the 38th 
\rticle of War tenders his resignation. Recommend ac- 
c-ptance for the good of the Service —Wade.’ 

“The acceptance of the resignation was announced in 
orders on Dec. 8, 1908. (S.O. 97, A.G.O., Dec. 8, 1908.) 

“Lieut. David McCoach, Art. Corps, was appointed to 
the Army from civil life on July 9, 1898, and was assigned 
io the 6th Artillery; on Feb. 2, 19%., he was promoted a 

t Lieut. in the Artillery Corps. He is a graduate of 
‘ue University of Pennsylvania and of the Artillery 
hool at Fort Monroe of the class of 

On May 19, 1903, Lieutenant McCoach was ordered to 
report to the examining board on the following morning, 
iay 20, at 9 a. m., with a view to ascertain his fitness 
for promotion. Lieutenant McCoach did not report at 
the hour named, but appeared before the commanding 
officer at 10:20 a. m, and stated that he had over-slept 

mself. He was directed to put his explanation in writ- 

g, whereupon he submitted a letter stating that he had 
occupied room No. 238 at the Hotel Chamberlin the night 
efore, and renewed the statement that he had overslept. 
it was found, upon inquiry, that he had, in fact, n 
absent from the post during the night of the 19th and 
“th and had not occupied room No. 238, as alleged in his 

tter of explanation. Although he was given further 
opportunity to establish the truth of his statements, he 
rested with the reassertion of their correctness and of 
his willingness to establish them by the testimony of 
competent witnesses; he was thereupon placed in arrest 
by his commanding officer at a date not named, but 
probably the 2ist of May, 1903. On May 22 he violated 
his arrest, absented himself without leave, and remained 
‘bsent until May 26, when he returned to the post and 
reported to the commanding officer. Charges were pre- 
ferred for conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man, in making a false official statement, for breach of 

rest, and for absence without leave; the penalty en- 
ing upon a conviction of the first two of these offenses 
is mandatory and involves the dismissal of the officer. 

‘On May 27, 1903, Lieutenant McCoach submitted his 
resignation, which was forwarded by the Department 
Commander with the recommendation that it be ac- 
epted for the good of the Service. This recommenda- 
tion was concurred in by the Division Commander and 

y the Lieutenant General of the Army; on June 2, 1903, 

was accepted by the President ‘for the good of the 
Service.’ 

“It was held by this office, in 1871, with the approval 
f the Secretary of War, that, 

‘*There can be no revocation of a duly executed order 
of dismissal, however unmerited or injudicious the origi- 

il act may be, deemed to have been. For distinct as 
lismissal by order is in its nature from dismissal by 
sentence, the effect of the proceeding in divesting the 
office is the same in each case. An officer dismissed by 
n order, though his dismissal may have involved no 
disgrace, is assimilated to an officer dismissed by sen- 
tenee in so far that he is completely relegated to a civil 
tatus, having in law no nearer or other relation to the 
nilitary service than has any civilian who has never 
cen in the Army. Thus an order assuming to revoke a 
legal order of dismissal is as unauthorized as it is in- 

feetual. The original dismissal is an act done which 
cannot be undone, and the order, which is the evidence 
of it, is therefore incapable of revocation or recall. * * * 

‘What has been said as to the effect of a dismissal, 
pplies with equal force to a duly accepted resignation; 

s operation being to sever the officer’s connection with 
he military service, and to give him the status of a 
ivilian; and a tender of resignation and the acceptance 
hereof become operative when actual, or vonstructive 
otice of such acceptance has been communicated to the 
ficer.

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For some reason yet to be explained the Russian au- 
thorities have published in the Official Gazette at St. 
Petersburg the preposterous story that the U.S.S. Vicks- 
burg, which was at Chemulpo, Corea, on February 9 
when the Russian warship Variag was disabled by the 
Japanese, refused to extend assistance to the crew of 
that vessel. The publication is in the form of a report 
prepared by M. Pavloff, former Russian Mirfister to 
Corea, whose statements are at variance, not only with 
those of Comdr. William A. Marshall, U.S.N., command- 
ing the Vicksburg, but also with those of Russian naval 
officers who were present at the fight in Chemulpo 
harbor and who declare that the American commander 
was one of the first foreigners to offer assistance to the 
Variag. The appearance of M. Pavioff’s report in a 
government publication seems to give it an official sanc- 
tion, and if that is the fact the proceeding is little short 
of an international discourtesy. The nited States 
Government has made it clear to fair-minded observers 
that Commander Marshall did his full duty in the premi- 
ses, and that his conduct was approved by the Russian 
naval officers and by the officers of foreign warships 
then at Chemulpo. Consequently the publication of 
M. Pavloff’s charges to the contrary brings up a ques- 
tion of veracity between M. Pavloff and the Russian of- 
ficers who thanked Commander Marshall for his prof- 
fered services.

Investigation by the War Department has shown what 
all familiar with the circumstances believed, that Gen- 
eral Mills was fully justified in the action he took 
against Capt. J. P. Walker, U.S.A., retired. Captain 


Walker’s complaint against General Mills has proved a 
boomerang. According to a report in the New York Sun, 
when Captain Walker entered the Superintendent's of- 
fice General Mills said very quietly: ‘Captain Walker, 
I regret to hear that you have been guilty of outraging 
the hospitality of the post and of violating the confi- 
dence reposed in you by your brother officers. I am 
satisfied you did what you are accused of. You will get 
your belongings together and leave the reservation be- 
fore tattoo.” Captain Walker demanded to know what it 
was all about. General Mills told him that a discussion 
would be painful and profitless and that he must leave 
the post. Col. Stephen C. Mills, I.G. Dept. of the Army, 
has been selected to go to West Point to investigate the 
charges against Captain Walker of offering an insult to 
Miss Ella Hager, a stenographer employed at the Acad- 
emy. Captain Walker has been in Washington for the 
past week and declares that he is innocent of the charge.

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Far reaching in its importance to the Service is an 
order just issued at the War Department by the Chief 
of Staff with the approval of the Secretary of War, which 
provides that no retired officer of the Army shall! be as- 
signed to staff duty. The ruling was precipitated by a 
request from the Chief Ordnance officer of the Army that 
General Mordecai, recently retired, be assigned to duty 
in the Ordnance Department. General Mordecai is one 
of the ablest ordnance officers in the Army and his ser- 
vices were greatly desired by the Chief Ordnance officer. 
The decision of the Chief of Staff is adverse to his ap- 
pointment and establishes a rule which will be received 
lows: In a “memorandum for Chiefs of Bureaus,” dated 
May 12, Lieutenant General Chaffee says: “With reference 
to the act of Congress approved April 23, 1904, making 
appropriations for the support of the Army which con- 
tains the provision authorizing the detail of retired offi- 
cers for active duty in certain cases, it is not the purpose 
of the War Department to detail retired officers to duty 
in any of the staff departments. This rule is approved 
by the Secretary of War. Retired officers applying to 
the chief of any department for such duty may be in- 
formed as above.” 
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The War Department seems to have given sufficient 
credence to the story that the enlisted men of the Artil- 
lery in Porto Rico intended to desert their native wives 
to direct that the men under the command of Major Reed 
be informed that wives and children were not to be left 
behind. On May 7 the 56th Company sailed for Boston 
on the steamer Porto Rico and four days later the 69th 
sailed for New York on the steamer Maracaibo. Both 
of these steamers are believed to be bringing back the 
Porto Rican wives of many of the enlisted men. At the 
time the two companies first took station in Porto Rico 
the War Department had had comparatively little experi- 
ence with deserted wives and families in the Philippines 
and was less strict than it is now in protecting colonial 
women against faithless soldiers. Marriages were entered 
into with Porto Rican women by some enlisted men 
who had no thought of remaining true to their vows and 
expected to desert the women as the Spanish soldiers had 
done when they left Porto Rico. But before there was 
any chance for these men to show their purpose to leave 
families behind the commanding officer laid the Depart- 
ment’s policy clearly before them.

Major General Corbin is now engaged in making prep- 
arations for the Army maneuvers which are to be held at 
Manassas in September. He is in correspondence with 
the Governors of the various States in the Department 
of the East and the Department of the Gulf and also the 
Governor of Texas as to the number of militia troops 
each State can send to the maneuvers. It is desired that 
between twenty and twenty-three thousand troops shall 
—- in the maneuvers. A large proportion of the 

egular troops from the Department of the Fast will 
participate and between four and five thousand militia, 
possibly more. The details of the troops and the plans 
for the maneuvers have not yet been communicated to 
the War Department by General Chaffee. 








A new equipment for the carrying of rations is now 
being experimented with at Fort Leavenworth, Kas. It 
is the invention of Capt. Alexander M. Davis ef the 
Subsistence Department. The equipment is made of 


canvas and contains three pocket com ts. It is 
held by hooks to the new elip belt, and fitted to the 








soldier by shoulder straps designed to distribute the 
weight equally on the hips. There is a large pocket for 
Cavalry and mounted officers which fits on one side of 
the le, and the two small ones on the other. The 
tins carry three days’ ordinary rations and two extra 
emergency rations. With the new outfit is an entrench- 
ment tool. The cutting, or hatchet edge, is on one side 
and the pointed or pick edge on the other. On the end 
of the handle is a brass screw head, to which the 

or top of the new meat can is attached, which makes 
a shovel. The shovel top can be used for baking and 
the bottom for a boiling pot. The old canteen cup is 
replaced by a tin bottle of the telescope order and can 
be taken apart and used as a cup. 

The first class of cadets from the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy visited the Sandy Hook proving ground, N.J., in 
command of Major Frank E. Hobbs, on May 7. They 
examined the batteries in Fort Hancock and the ord- 
nance on the proving ground. A target was placed some 
four miles from the beach and the cadets were showu how 
to operate the 12-inch guns. Then 12-inch mortars were 
fired. The 6-inch rapid fire guns also were used, as well 
as the 15-pounders and the new 3-inch field guns recent- 
ly adopted. The second class of cadets visited the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art in Central Park, New York, on 
May 10, Of course there was an extra large attend- 
ance of women there, who somehow got wind that 
the cadets were to be on hand. It is said that the 
preference for the study of real life rather than the paint- 
ings and statuary was mutual.

The tests of the Signal Corps wireless system which

Capt. Leonard D. Wildman, Signal Corps, has been so 
remarkably successful in improving the system in use by 
the Army that it is probable the Army will adopt a sys- 
tem to be known as the DeForrest-Wildman system. 


We publish in another column the order of the Sec 
retary of War consolidating the Adjutant General’s De- 
partment and the Record and Pension Office as provided 
for by the act of Congress of April 23, 1904. This order 
provides that correspondence from the Army at large in- 
tended for the War Department shall be addressed to the 
Military Secretary and that all orders and regulations 
emanating from the War Department and affecting the 
Army or the status of officers or enlisted men therein 
will issued by the Secretary of War through the Chief 
of Staff and will be communicated to eens and individ- 
uals in the military service through the Military Secre- 
tary. 














Experiments have begun at the proving ground, Indian 
Head, with several kinds of smokeless powder. The pref- 
erence thus far seems to be for the macaroni-shaped 
powder, which comes in strips rather than for the flat 
powder. An endeavor will be made to find a satisfac- 
tory ammunition bag, possibly of smokeless powder 
cloth and twice as long as the present bag. If smokeless 
powder can be made with success in forty inch strips 
the larger sized bag will be adopted for use in the Navy. 
The advantage of this will be that only two bags, in- 
stead of four, will have to be inserted in the gun and 
thus the rapidity of fire can be increased,

The Bethlehem Steel Company has recently completed 
a five-inch and a six-inch gun which are to be shipped 
to Sandy Hook for tests. The chief merit of these new 
guns is understood to be their rapidity of fire. Pre- 
liminary shots were fired from the guns several weeks 
ago in the presence of officers of the Army and Navy 
and the results were considered satisfactory.

The Secretary of War on May 11 signed the order for 
the consolidation of the Adjutant General’s Department. 


It follows: 

Orders: By the act of Congress approved April 23, 
1904, entitled ‘An act making appropriation for the sup- 
port of the Army for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1905, and for other purposes,” the officers of the Adju- 
tant General’s Department, except the Adjutant General- 
and the officers of the Record and Pension Office are con- 
solidated into a department of the Army, to be known 
as the Military Secretary’s Department. The officials of 
this department are subject to the supervision of the 
Chief of Staff in all matters pertaining to the command, 
discipline, or administration of the existing military es- 
tablishment. ca 

All orders and regulations emanating from the War 
Department and affecting the ig Ay the status of offi- 
cers or enlisted men therein will issued by the Sec- 
retary of War through the Chief of Staff and will be 
communicated to troops and individuals in the military 
service through the Military Secretary. 

In the same act, the Adjutant General's Office and the 
Itecord and Pension Office, heretofore constituting bu 
reaus of the War Department, are consolidated into a 
bureau, to be known as the Military Secretary's Office of 
the War Department. The business of this bureau, in 
so far as it deals with the command, discipline or admin- 
istration of the existing military establishment is, like 
the department of the same name, subject to the super- 
vision of the Chief of Staff, but in matters of all other 
business the Chief of Bureau will report directly to the 
Secretary of War. : 

All official correspondence from the Army at large in- 
tended for the War Department will be addressed to the 
Military Secretary. : 

All officers and employees now under the assignment 
to duty in the Adjutant General’s Office or the Record 
and Pension Office will report to the Military Secretary 
for assignment to duty in his office. 





NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Manila despatches of May 11 state that on May 8 
Lieut. Winfield Harper, Lieut. Joseph H. Hall and 
Lieut. Harry A. Woodruff, all of the 17th U.S. Infantry, 
stationed at Cottabato, Island of Mindanao, and thirty- 
nine men of Company F of that regiment were ambushed 
by several hundred Moros on the east shore of Lake Li- 
guasan and that Lieutenants Woodruff and Hall and fif- 
teen men were killed and five men were wounded. 

Major Gen. James F. Wade, U.S.A., commanding the 
Philippines Division, sends the following report of the 
affair to the War Department under date of May 12: 
“While on a reconnoissance to locate Datto Ali, who had 
been sending in threatening messages and trying to stir 
up trouble, a detachment of Company F, 17th Infantry, 
consisting of thirty-nine enlisted men, was attacked by 
Moros near Lake Liguason, Mindanao, on the 8th inst. 
First Lieut. Harry A. Woodruff, 2d Lieut. Joseph H. 
Hall and fifteen enlisted men were killed and five en- 
listed men wounded. The names of the killed and 
wounded will be reported by later cable. General Wood 
has ordered troops to proceed and recover bodies and 
arms of our killed and to punish the offenders. No 
further details have been received.” 

At Manila on May 11 Dr. Gomez, president of the 
Nationalist party and leader of the Workingmen’s Un- 
ion, who was charged with conspiracy and treason against 
the American Government, was acquitted. Judge Ambler 
ruled that the charges were not established under the 
laws of the Mvited States. The Government will appeal 
from the decision. 

Col. Clarence R. Fdwards, U.S.A., Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Insular Affairs of the War Department, has pre- 
pared, and the Senate has had printed, a document of 
forty-two pages, entitled “What Has Been Accomplished 
in the Philippines.” It is a brief setting forth of the 
steps taken to restore peace, lay the foundations of civil 
government, promote internal development, make the 
insular currency stable and establish a public school sys- 
tem. 

Despatches from Manila state that a committee con- 
sisting of the presidents of five chambers of commerce, 
representing the principal interests involved, has vig- 
orously protested against the proposed revenue measure, 
declaring its provisions too inquisitorial and the taxes 
imposed unjust. sf

RECENT DEATHS. 


Brig. Gen. Stephen W. Groesbeck, U.S.A., retired, 
died of pneumonia at the home of his_ brother-in- 
law at St. Louis, Mo., May 8. He was born in Albany, 
N.Y., in 1840, but early in life he removed to Iowa, and 
when the Civil War was declared he enlisted as a pri- 
vate in the 4th Iowa Cavalry, and rose to the grade of 
2d lieutenant. He was appointed a 2d lieutenant in the 
tegular Army July 28, 1866, and was assigned to the 
42d Infantry. He was transferred to the 6th Infantry 
in 1869, and was appointed major and judge advocate 
March 23, 1892, and colonel in May, 1901. On April 16, 
1908 he was appointed brigadier general and he was re- 
tired next day. Mrs. Groesbeck, who was Miss Alice 
Thomas, of Norwalk, Conn., survives him. 

Brevet Col. Charles W. Foster, major, U.S.A., retired, 
died at Atlantic City, N.J., May 10, after a six weeks’ 
illness. He first entered the Regular Army as a private 
in the Engineers June 1, 1846, and his first commission 
was as captain and A.A.G. of Volunteers Sept. 19, 1861, 
was promoted major and A.A.G. Aug. 24. 1863, and re- 
ceived the brevet of colonel Sept. 24, 1864, for faithful 
and meritorious services during the war. He was ap- 
poinfed a captain and A.Q.M. in the Regular Army Nov. 
4, 1865, promoted major March 15, 1883. and was retired 
Sept. 24, 1891. He leaves a widow. The remains were 
buried at West Point, N.Y. 

Mr. Clarke Merchant, a former commander in the U. 
S. Navy and a graduate of the U.S. Naval Academy, died 
at Philadelphia, Pa., May 7 of pneumonia. He was born 
in Ogelthorpe Barracks. Savannah. Mr. Merchant came 
of a distinguished familv, his grandfather having served 
in the War of 1812. His father, Charles Spencer Mer- 
chant, was one of the first cadets admitted to West 
Point, served through all the grades to the rank of colo- 
nel, and was brevetted brigadier general. Clarke Mer- 
chant entered the U.S. Naval Academy and was gradu- 
ated in 1857. His first cruise, as midshipman, was on the 


sloop-of-war Germantown, to the East Indies, China and 
Japan. He was executive officer on the steamer Toey- 
Wan, chartered by the Government to carry U.S. Minis- 
ter John BE. W: to Pekin. When the Civil War broke 
out he was promoted lieutenant and ordered to the Pen- 
sacola, and was afterward flag lieutenant and ordnance 
officer under Admiral Montgomery, of the Pacific squad- 
ron. In August, 1866, he resigned from the Navy, hold- 
ing-the rank of commander, to go into business, and 
founded the house of Merchant and Company, one of the 
largest importers and manufacturers of tin plate, copper 
and architectural metals in the United States. The house 
was the first to guarantee the brands of tin plate, stam 

ing and grading the size and weight on the plates. r. 
Merchant was senior vice commander of the Pennsyl- 
vania Commandery of the Loyal Legion, a member of 
the Union League, Philadelphia Club and University 
Club of Philadelphia, and also the Army and Navy Club 
of New York, besides filling many .civic honorary posi- 
tions. He was married in 1863 to Sarah S., daughter of 
Henry M. Watts, minister to Austria during the admin- 
istration of President Grant, and is survived by his wife, 
a daughter, Mrs. Powel Evans, and four grandchildren. 

Frank Henry Russell, youngest son of Louisa H. and 
Frank W. Russell, and brother of Lieut. George M. Rus- 
sell, 14th U.S. Cav., died at Plymouth, N.H., May 2, 
aged sixteen years and ten months. 

Capt. Richard F. Armstrong died at Halifax, N.S., 
May 6, where he had lived for several years, recently as 
an official of the Canadian Government railways. He 
was born in Georgia in 1842 and entered the U.S. Naval 
Academy, Annapolis, in 1857, but resigned on the eve of 
graduation on the breaking out of the Civil War. He 
joined the Confederacy, and was assigned as midshipman 
to the Sumter, then fitting out at New Orleans for her 
cruise under Captain Semmes. Promoted soon after the 
Sumter was laid up, he joined the Alabama as 2d lieu- 
tenant and served in that rank until the close of her ca- 
reer in action with the Kearsarge off Cherbourg. 

Col. Peter Tyler Swaine, U.S.A., retired, died at his 
home at Los Nietos, near Los Angeles, Cal., May 10. 
Colonel Swaine was appointed a cadet at the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy Sept. 1, 1847, and was graduated a brevet 
2d lieutenant and assigned to the 1st Infantry July 1. 
1852. He was promoted 2d lieutenant in December of 
the same year and went to the 10th Infantry in March, 
1855. In 1861 he was promoted to a captaincy and as- 
signed to the 15th Infantry. He was appointed colonel 
of the 99th Ohio Volunteers Sept. 4, 1862, and was hon- 
orably mustered out Dec. 31, 1864. He reached a col- 
oneley in the Regular Army April 18, 1884, being as- 
signed to the 22d Infantry. For gallant and meritorious 
services in the battles of Shiloh and Murfreesborough 
he was -brevetted major and lieutenant colonel, respect- 
ively, and for faithful and meritorious services during 
the war he received the brevet of colonel. 

Sir Henry M. Stanley, the noted African explorer, died 
at London, England, May 10. He was a Welshman by 
birth, and his name was originally John Rowlands. He 
was reared in a poorhouse, near St. Asaph, began life as 
a cabin boy, and got to New Orleans, where he was 
adopted by a merchant, whose name he took. He served 
in the Confederate army and as ensign on the ironclad 
Ticonderoga. After the war he went as a newspaper cor- 
respondent to Turkey. In 1868 he went to Abyssinia 
with the British expedition as correspondent of the Her- 
ald. In 1869 James Gordon Bennett sent him to Africa 
to find Dr. David Livingstone, the explorer and mis- 
sionary, of whom nothing had been heard for two years. 
He found Livingstone at Ujiji, on the shore of Lake Tan- 
ganyika, furnished him with supplies. explored the lake 
with him and then left him just as Livingstone started 
out in his last expedition, in which he died. Stanley got 
back to England in March, 1872, and found himself fa- 
mous. The British Association entertained him, Queen 
Victoria sent him a gold and diamond snuff box and the 
Royal Geographical Society dined him. In 1873 he was 
sent to Africa again and explored Lake Victoria Nyanza 
after great hardships. He descended the Congo in a 
memorable trip of eight months and got back to civiliza- 
tion on a Portuguese man-of-war. He received the cross 
of the Legion of Honor after that. He also explored the 
Congo, and founded the present Congo Free State, and 
Stanley Pool on the Upper Congo is named after him. 
His last great work was the relief of Emin Pasha. who 
had been left behind in Central Africa when the Mahdi 
swept over the Soudan, wiping out the outposts of Egyp- 
tian civilization. He married Miss Dorothy Tennant, 
the eldest daughter of Sir George Tennant and an ar- 
tist of note. He was elected to Parliament from the Lam- 
beth division of London and took a prominent part there. 
He was 63 years old. 

Col. Stephen P. Gorliss, of Albany, formerly com- 
mander of the New York State Department of the Grand 
Army, dropped dead from heart disease in a hotel in 
Pittsfield, Mass., May 9 

Mr. William A. Goodman, brother of Major T. C. 
Goodman, U.S.A., died at Chicago, IIl., May 9. 

_Mrs. Ethel Carney Breckinridge, wife of Lieut. Lu- 
cian S. Breckinridge, and daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Fessenden Carney, of Portland. Me., died at Savannah, 
Ga., May 12. 

First Lieut. Harry A. Woodruff, 17th U.S. Inf., killed 
by Moros in ambush at Simpatem, Mindanao, P.I., May 
8, was born in Indiana and appointed to the Army as 
a 2d lieutenant from New York April 10, 1899, and was 
assigned to the 13th Infantry. He was transferred to 
the 17th Infantry in June of the same year and was pro- 
moted Ist lieutenant Feb. 2, 1901. 

_Second Lieut. Joseph H. Hall, 17th U.S. Inf.. who was 
killed on May 8.at Simpatem, Mindanao, P.I., by Moros 
in ambush, was born in Alabama Dec. 27. 1878. He 
served as a private in the Ist Colorado in 1898 and later 
as a private, corporal and sergeant in the 3d U.S. Ar- 
tillery and the 18th Field Artillery. He was appointed 
a epee and assigned to the 17th Infantry Oct. 


Marguerite Laurie Read, wife of Major Robert D. 
Read, jr., 10th Cav., died at Fort Mackenzie, Wyo., at 
2 o'clock p.m., Monday, May 2, 1904, after an operation 
for appendicitis. Mrs. Read was the daughter of Mr. 
Blair Laurie and granddaughter of James Laurie, D.D., 
LL.D., pastor of a well known Presbyterian church in 
Washington, D.C., for forty years prior to the Civil War. 
Mrs. Read was first cousin of Major Charles McCawley. 
U.S. Marine Corps: Mrs. Getty, wife of Major Getty. 
Ist Inf., and Mrs. Mosher, wife of Major Theodore Mo- 
sher, U.S.A., retired. 

Brevet Lieut. Col. Henry B Bristol, captain, U.S. 
A., retired, died at his residence in New York city on 
May 10 after an illness of three months. He was the 
eldest son of Mary Anne Brevoort and Charles Leroy 
Bristol, and a grandson of Commodore H. B. RBre- 
voort. Colonel Bristol was born in Detroit in 1888. 
He was appointed from civil life as a 2d lieutenant in 
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the Army May 15, 1857, and assigned to the 5th Infan- 
try. He was promoted ist lieutenant May 13, 1861, and 
to a captaincy June 1, 1862. For faithful and meritori-

General MacArthur, in reviewing the proceedings, says: 

“In the foregoing case all the material facts alleged in 
the several specifications laid before the court seem to 
have been accepted by the prosecution and by the de- 
fense. In explanation of motives the accused testified in 
his own behalf, and the court, apparently, in view of his 
excellent character as established in evidence, accepted 
his uncorroborated statements, and in its findings, appar- 
ently based entirely thereon, eliminated the idea of crim- 
inal intention to defraud. The court, which had all the 
witnesses before it, no doubt exercised a wise discretion 
in the premises; which is accepted by the reviewing offi- 
cer as conclusive, and the proceedings, findings and sen- 
tence are, therefore, approved. 

In executing that part of the sentence imposing a rep- 
rimand, the reviewing officer remarks that all the trouble 
in this case originated from the indiscreet manner in 
which Lieutenant Neilson used his pay vouchers, in viola- 
tion of paragraph 1447, Army Regulations, as collateral 
security for a money loan. Lieutenant Neilson is also re- 
minded that the least inadvertency in respect of financial 
transactions on the part of an officer of the Army oper- 
ates not only against the individual concerned, but 
against the entire Army by shaking the public esteem 
and confidence, which is so esSential to the welfare of the 
military profession. By the practice of scrupulous care 
in all future business transactions, Lieutenant Neilson 
has it in his power to make partial reparation for the 
reprehensible notoriety he has brought upon the Service 
in the present instance.

PITCHING SHELTER TENTS. 

Colonel Mansfield, 2d Inf., in G.O. 49, May 4, 1904, pub- 

lishes instructions for pitching shelter tents. 
To Pitch Shelter Tents in Double Line. 

The company being in line: 

1—Stack. 2—Arms. 

1—Prepare to pitch Shelter Tents. 2—Open Ranks. 3— 
March. 

At the command “March” the rear rank moves back 
five paces (or more according to the width of the com- 
pany street desired) and the front rank moves forward 
five paces (or more) and faces about without further 
command. After the ranks are opened as prescribed; in- 
tervals are taken from the right by the command. 

1—To the right and left take interval. 2—March. 

The front rank extends to the right raising and extend- 
ing both arms to gain the required intervals. The fingers 
of the right hand of each man should just touch the fin- 
gers of the left hand of the man on his right. The rear 
rank extends to the left in the same manner. Previous 
to taking intervals, the file closers are placed on the 
flanks toward which the extension is to be made. The 
intervals are taken from the right file of the company 
who stands fast after facing about. Intervals may be 
taken from the left in the same manner. Intervals hav- 
ing been taken, the ranks are dressed by the command: 
1—Right and Left Dress. After the ranks are dressed the 
position of the front pole of each tent is fixed by the 
ccmmand: 1—Mark Tents. This is done by each odd num- 
ber ( and 3 of each rank) sticking his bayonet in the 
ground between his feet. After this is done the command 
for pitching tent is given: 

1—Pitch Tents.—The blanket rolls are taken off and the 
tents pitched. Number one and two of each rank pitch 
tents together. The time required for pitching tents by 
this method, after a little practice, is three or four min- 
utes; often less. 

To pitch shelter tents in single line: The company be- 
ing in line: 1—Stack. 2—Arms. Arms being stacked, the 
command is: 1—About Face. 2—Forward, guide left. 3— 
March. After the company has advanced six paces, the 
command is given: 1—Company. 2—Halt. 3—About Face. 
4—Right Dress. 5—Front. 

Then the command is given: 1—Prepare to pitch Shel- 
ter Tents. 2—March. At the first command, the front 
rank faces about and the rear falls back to three paces. 
At the command march; the right file stand fast, the oth- 
ers face to the right or left, according to whether they 
are in the front or rear rank, and move in that direction 
until they have an interval of three paces when they 
halt and face inward. The interval is determined by each 
man raising and extending both arms. Each front rank 
man places his bayonet in the ground between his feet 
to mark the position of the front tent pole. Then the 
command: i1—Pitch tents, is given and each man tanes 
off his blanket roll and tents are pitched. Each front rank 
man ‘and his rear rank man pitches tents together.

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We learn that the statement issued from the War 
Department which we published last week giving a list 
of officers of the Army in active service eligible after 
June 1, 1904, for retirement with the advance of grade 
under the act of April 23, 1904, by reason of forty 
years’ service or having attained sixty-two years of age, 
should not have included the name of Col.” William M. 
Wallace, 15th U.S. Cav. He will not be eligible for 
retirement for forty years’ seryice for a little more than 
two years after June 1 next. He served in the 13th N. 
Y. Artillery as a 1st lieutenant from March 29, to May

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ORGANIZING THE CANAL PROJECT. 
Rarely, if ever, has the American capacity for dealing 
with large enterprises been more forcibly illustrated than 
in organizing for the construction of the Panama Canal. 
It is less than a month since the negotiations for the pur- 
chase of the property and franchises of the French 
Panama Canal Company were concluded in Paris, Since 
then the purchase money, $40,000,000, has been deposited 
in bank in New York, a system of government for the 
canal zone has been devised, a governor of the zone has 
been appointed in the person of Major Gen. George W. 
Davis, U.S.A., a chief engineer in charge of the con- 
struction of the canal has been chosen, namely John 
Findley Wallace of Chicago, and the whole project has 
been placed on a distinctly American basis. Until the 
expiration of the Fifty-eighth Congress the control of 
the entire canal enterprise will rest absolutely with the 
President, by whom it will be directed through the agency 
of the War Department, to which full instructions have 
been issued in the executive order appearing elsewhere 
in this number. The wisdom of placing this colossal 
project under the control of the War Department is be- 
yond question. That arrangement affords an unassailable 
guaranty at the very outset that the whole work will 
be prosecuted vigorously, efficiently and economically, 
and that it will have the benefit of the services of the 
Engineer Corps of the Army, whose professional skill is 
unsurpassed by that of any similar body in the world. 
Aside from a determination of the military problems 
involved in the construction of the canal, the fact that it 
will require in the aggregate the services of more than 
50,000 men will introduce complex labor conditions on 
the isthmus and will probably necessitate the continued 
presence of considerable bodies of troops for police pur- 
poses. These conditions, together with the enormous ex- 
penditures involved in the enterprise, will call for an 
administration which is not only thoroughly honest, but 
closely centralized, responsible, fearless, energetic and 
accustomed to performing its duty without regard to 
politics or “pull.” 

Difficult as the engineering and sanitary problems in- 
volved in the project undoubtedly are, the officers in 
charge have grappled them with a showing of vigor and 
confidence which means success. The chairman of the 
Canal Commission, Rear Admiral Walker, who only re- 
cently returned from a tour of inspection over the canal 
route, states that the labor question can be solved with- 
out any trouble. The force of seven or eight hundred 
men who were employed by the French Panama Canal 
Company when the property was transferred have been 
re-engaged by the American authorities and are at work 
as usual. Admiral Walker also states that there are 
fully 15,000 negroes on the isthmus who are clamoring 
for employment on the canal; and that all additional 
men required can easily be obtained in Jamaica and else- 
where in the West Indies.

as to this. Negro labor there is very unsatisfactory and 
the best work in the West Indies, on the sugar planta- 
tions for example, is being done by immigrants from 
Spain, some of the best of whom come from the Baleric 
islands. It is suggested that these might be obtained 
for work on the canal. There must be thousands of dis- 
charged Spanish soldiers whose service in Cuba has given 
them some knowledge of America. But General Davis, 
Governor of the Canal zone, who sailed for the Isth- 
mus on May 10, is as sanguine as Admiral Walker, re- 
garding the progress of the enterprise. 

Major William M. Black, one of the most accomplished 
members of the Engineer Corps of the Army, who re- 
turned to the United States last month after spending a 
year on the isthmus, during which he traversed every 
foot of the canal route, declares that the difficulties in 
the way of sanitation can easily be overcome and that 
the engineering problems can also be mastered with little 
or no trouble. His views are indorsed by Col. William 
¢. Gorgas, Med. Dept., U.S.A., and Medical Director 
John W. Ross, U.S.N., who accompanied the Canal 
Commission on its recent tour of inspection over the 
canal route. Colonel Gorgas and Director Ross will 
shortly return to the isthmus to institute an extensive 
project of sanitary work which will include a-system of 
waier works along the canal route, the establishment of 
hospitals and a war on mosquitoes as a means of pre- 
venting fever. 

With the canal we secure possession of 2,500 build- 
ings of all sorts and substantial in character, sufficient 
to provide for fifteen or twenty thousand workmen and 
numerous hospitals, a railway running the whole length 
of the canal with harbors at each end and good terminal 
facilities. The machinery on hand is either antiquated 
vr as rotten as decaying vegetation. A writer in Cassier’s 
Magazine estimates the waste in machinery at fifty mil- 
lions of dollars. This waste is a huge monument to the 
extravagance of the early company, which was more con- 
cerned with side profits than with substantial accomplish-

“MILITARISM”—A CHEAP SCARE. 


fon. John Sharp Williams of Mississippi, the 
minority leader in the House of Representatives, has an 
article in Collier’s Weekly which curiously illustrates the 
inability of a certain class of public men to appreciate 
the value of an efficient army as a permanent branch of 
ihe peace establishment. Freatly to his credit, Mr. 
Williams favors continuous naval expansion. He be- 
lieves the National fleet should be large enough to meet 
the enemy at sea and destroy him there rather than on 
land, and he contends that if we are to err on either side 
in developing our sea power it should be in the way of 
xtravagance rather than of parsimony. With regard 
o the Army, however, Mr. Williams is obviously haunted 

the ridiculous bugaboo of “militarism.” He submits 
he extraordinary proposition that “the more populous 
he country becomes the smaller the Army we need for 
international purposes.” Which is as much as to say 
that just in proportion as a city grows in population its 
police force should be reduced! 

“I do not believe that I hazard criticism from any in- 
telligent man,” says Mr. Williams, “when I say that the 
United States, with a sufficient Navy and 35,000 sol- 
diers, 10,000 of them trained in the heavy artillery work 
of the coast defenses, growing every day in resources, in 
wealth, and in the respect of the world, would have no 
cause to fear a war from any nation on the surface of the 
earth, unless that war came about from American 
‘jingoism,’ from bullying and carrying chips on our 
shoulders, daring somebody to knock them off, or else 
from an imagined necessity of holding in continued sub- 
jectivity alien, hostile and non-assimilable people.” This 

unworthy of a man of the character of Mr. Williams, 
who thus in effect denies that the majority of the Ameri- 
can people, and the majority of the members of the two 
houses of Congress, are intelligent men. They have 
heartily approved the measures by which the Army was 
established on its present basis, and they have but re- 
cently indorsed the policy of progressive naval construc- 
tion by voting one of the largest appropriations ever 
made for that purpose. This hearty interest in a broad- 
vauge development of the National defenses is confined 
to no party or section, but is common to the whole 
.merican people, and many of its most zealous ex- 
ponents in Congress are members of Mr. Williams’ own 
political faith whose manly refusal to be bound by party 
ties on such momentous issues of National policy is one 
of the most gratifying signs of the times. Mr. Williams 

1ould understand that an efficient army is just as im- 

ortant to the National peace and safey as an efficient 
avy. An invading army, properly convoyed, has rarely 
failed to make a landing in a hostile country, and unless 
t can be met with an opposing army large enough to 
xpel or capture it, no naval force, however alert and 
owerful, can suffice for defensive purposes. Dewey’s 
<reat victory at Manila would have counted for little 
n permanent results had it not been followed up by the 
ippearance of a military force capable of holding the 
dvantages thus acquired. Mr. Williams will conjure up 
n vain the spectre of militarism for the people 
von’t “scare.” They know that the Army has 
never proved unfaithful to its trust. They know that it 
s made up of their own brothers and neighbors, that it 
s directly amenable to the civil authority and that from 
the day of its birth down to the present time it has been 
he most loyal, obedient and conservative branch of our 
whole public service. The cry of “militarism” comes 
from the politicians, not from the people at all, for they 
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realize that never at any period of its history has the Army 
threatened our liberties; not even when, as after the Civil 
War, the entire country was under military control. Its 
ambitions, its principles of action and its efficient methods 
are so unlike those of the politican that it is not un- 
natural that he should misunderstand it; but the people 
do not, as they have time and again shown. Our na- 
tional unity, our liberties, our greatness as a people are 
the results of the efforts of the Army and the Navy who 
have preserved what political ambitions and sectional 
hostilities would have destroyed. The party that dis- 
trusts or abuses the Army digs its own grave. 





THE ARMY AND THE PHILIPPINES. 


The St. Paul Pioneer Press, which properly ranks 
among the ablest and foremost newspapers in the whole 
country, takes exception to certain utterances on condi- 
tions in the Philippines recently published in these col- 
umns, and endeavors in a friendly way to show that they 
were prompted by prejudice against the civilian govern- 
ment of the islands. We have several times expressed 
the belief that the establishment of civil control in the 
Philippines was premature, that it was developed with 
undue haste and that the natives were not yet qualified 
for its responsibilities. In support of that belief we 
have quoted from Manila newspapers and private sources 
expressions tending to indicate that suspicion, discon- 
tent and intrigue were widespread among the islanders 
and that a false sense of security on the part of the 
American civilian representatives, together with a re- 
laxation of the vigilant supervision of affairs instituted 
by the military authorities, might some day lead to dis- 
aster. The Pioneer Press objects to all this and con- 
cludes that the Army AND Navy JourNnaL “harbors 
some sort of grudge” against the civilian government 
of the islands. It contends that civil government had 
to be established in the archipelago, not only because it 
was more in keeping with the spirit of our laws but 
“because it had been promised to the Filipinos; but 
in spite of these facts, says our esteemed contemporary, 
“it has been apparent that for some reason a portion of 
the Army has been discontented with the termination 
of its control of affairs.” 

In its own behalf, and in behalf of the Army, the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL begs to enter an unqualified 
exception to our contemporary’s conclusions. The 
Pioneer Press is correct in its recollection that we re- 
garded the establishment of civilian control in the 
Philippines as imprudently hasty and that we earnestly 
advised against any sweeping reduction of the Army in 
the islands. Our conviction on those points, which has 
been strengthened rather than modified by events, was 
based partly upon the experience of other nations in col- 
onia] enterprise, and partly upon confidential information 
from absolutely trustworthy sources in the Philippines as 
to actual conditions prevailing there. The notion that we 
have any “grudge” against the civilian government of the 
islands is of course purely fanciful. That government 
still wisely employs and necessarily will continue to em- 
ploy the services of a large number of hard-working 
officers of the Army, and the full realization of its ex- 
pectations of stability and safety in civilian control 
would be a matter of surreme gratification to the mili- 
tary service and consequently to the ARMY AND Navy 
JoURNAL. But we cannot accept promise as performance 
nor theories as conditions. In a word, we do not believe 
the civilian government has fulfilled the expectations, 
either of its founders or of the Filipino people. In perfect 
good faith it encouraged hopes that have not been rea- 
lized and drew pictures of prosperity and power for the 
natives which have vanished like a mirage. There is 
peace in most parts of the archipelago, but it is not a 
secure peace. Extensive bands of armed outlaws are at 
large within one hundred miles of Manila. These out- 
laws, for convenience sake are called “ladrones,” but 
some of them are uniformed, have a quasi-military or- 
ganization and a distinctive flag and, as documents 
recently captured from Ricarte, the leader of the move- 
ment, indicate, are working for a new “Filipino Repub- 
lic.” As nearly as we can make out a “ladrone” is an 
insurgent who has not yet been captured. 

Within the last few months a number of former in- 
surgent officers, among them General Lukban, who com- 
manded the insurrectionary forces in Samar, have been 
convicted and sentenced to prison for conspiring to over- 
throw American authority in the islands. The insurgent 
junta is said to maintain its organization in Hong Kong 
with ample means to support it. Seditious plays were 
recently produced in Manila until the police sunnressed 
them. American school teachers, some of whom were 
slain simply because they were Americans, have written 
home that there is no safety beyond the confines of mili- 
tary reservations. The spirit of mutiny has more than 
once appeared among the native constabulary, the most 
glaring instance having been recently at Vigan, Luzon, 
where twenty or thirty members deserted after looting 
the post. 

All these things are mere superficial indications, but 
they are widespread and no sane man familiar with the 
Filipino character will ignore them. They may not be 
foretokens of insurrection, but certainly they do not 
mean that the islanders are contented under civilian 
rule. The civilian government, in spite of its upright 
purposes and liberal policy, is not strong because of its 
rectitude; it has made but tardy progress in winning the 
affections of the people and the cunning native politi- 
cians regard it either with indifference or open hostility. 
We believe that peace in the islands to-day is due alto- 
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gether to the presence of United States troops, and that 
if those troops were withdrawn there would be an up- 
rising against the civilian government within ninety days. 

The suggestion of the Pioneer Press that a portion of 
the Army is disgruntled by the termination of its con- 
trol of affairs in the Philippines is obviously based upon 
a misapprehension as to the Army spirit and method. 
Never in our history has the Army had to take up a 
task more baffling, more thankless, more exacting in all 
its détails than when it assumed administrative control 
in the Philippines. In a remote territory with an en- 
ervating climate, without native helpers whom it could 
trust, and without precedents to guide, it had to under- 
take the almost hopeless work of establishing law and 
order, sanitary protection, hospitals, schools and courts 
of justice for 7,000,000 of people who had lately been 
in armed revolt against it. The successs of that under- 
taking is one of the crowning achievements of the 
United States Army. The honesty, efficiency, economy 
and moral influence of its administration placed before 
the natives the true standards of American civili- 
zation, and whatever of success has attended the 
civilian government has been gained by a resolute ad- 
herence to the ideals and methods of its military pre- 
decessor. When the time came for the transfer of con- 
trol to the civilian authorities, the Army, wearied with 
more than three years of uncongenial toil, hailed the 
change with joy. It was glad to be relieved of the res- 
ponsibility. In surrendering the reins it had but one 
desire, and that was some assurance that the new order 
of things should be stable, safe, just and business-like. 
It had a right to expect that much then, and it has the 
same right to-day. If there is any feeling among the 
officers and men who served in the islands, it is that 
the work they did should not be undone by rash or ill- 
considered policies instituted by the civilian authorities. 
The Army has done its full share of hard work in the 
Philippines, and the record speaks for itself. All it 
asks now is that nothing may occur to require it to do 
the same heart-breaking task all over again. 

As a general thing American military rule is dis- 
tasteful chiefly to those who have never experienced it. 
The idea seems repugnant, suggestive of tyranny and 
oppression. Yet under the control of an enlightened and 
responsible government like our own, it is about the 
simplest, the most efficient and, for law-abiding persons, 
the safest form of temporary administration that human 
genius has ever devised. It has no terrors except for the 
lawless, while for the well-meaning it affords more se- 
cure protection than is obtainable through any other 
system. 

It was a matter of keen regret to a large body of the 
most intelligent citizens of the South that the military 
government established in the rebellious states at the 
close of the Civil War was not continued much longer 
by the Federal authorities. If it had been, the chances 
are that much of the demoralization due to the influence 
of political carpet-baggers would have been avoided and 
a broad foundation laid for the difficult tasks of recon- 
struction. The states were reconstructed before they 
were quite ready for it, and the political adventuters 
profited from their unpreparedness. What the rebellious 
states needed was a longer period of military rule, 
under which their people, with the protection of,a strong, 
direct, responsible authority, might prepare in an 
orderly way to resume their constitutional status in the 
restored union. The military administration established 
in the Philippines by the United States was a primary 
school for the natives. It taught them -ently but 
firmly the lesson of obedience and respect for authority, 
and gave them their first intelligible definition of govern- 
ment by law. The term of that school, we still believe, 
was all too brief, and the pupils were advanced to a 
grade for which they were not prepared.

The act authorizing the promotion to major of fifteen 
Army chaplains, having not less than ten years’ service 
as captains, requires that they be reported by regimental 
or district commanders, as worthy of special distinction. 
The thirteen ranking chaplains are at present eligible for 
promotion, so far as length of service is concerned, and 
the War Department is waiting for the necessary recom- 
mendations to promote them. The first one recommend- 
ed is Chaplain Pierce, now serving at Fort Myer with 
the 15th Cavalry. He is a veteran of the Civil War, as 
are also Chaplain Robinson, Chaplain Potter, and Chap- 
lain Walkley, who has not had the requisite length of 
service, The thirteen chaplains eligible for pro- 
motion retire in the following order: Vattmann, 
Sept. 11, 1904; Robinson, March 19, 1905; Nave, 
April 30, 1905; Allensworth, April 7, 1906; Stew- 
ard, April 17, 1907; Potter, Dec. 2, 1908; Swift, Sept. 
21, 1912; Hillman, March 4, 1917; Hart, Oct. 29, 1918; 
Marvine, Feb, 24, 1921; Bateman, May 16, 1921; Pierce, 
Feb. 6, 1922, and Freeland, March 24, 1924. The dates 
of the appointment of the chaplains are as follows: Rob- 
inson, March 1, 1877; Nave, July 27, 1882; Potter, Feb. 
26, 1885; Allensworth, April 1, 1886; Swift, Jan. 21, 
1887; Pierce, May 12, 1888; Vattmann, Dec. 6, 1890; 
Bateman, Dec. 6, 1890; Marvine, Dec. 6, 1890; Steward, 
July 20, 1891; Freeland, July 18, 1892; Hart, Feb. 2,

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GOVERNING THE PANAMA STRIP. 


The President has addressed to the Secretary of War 
a communication dated White House, Washington, D.C., 
May 9, 1904, on the subject of the building of the Pana- 
ma canal and the control of the Panama strip. After 
reciting the circumstances of the acquisition of this 
property and the laws giving him authority over it, the 
President says: 

“Inasmuch as it is impracticable for the President, with 
his other public duties, to give the work of supervising 
the Commission's construction of the canal and govern- 
ment of the zone, the personal attention which seems 
proper and necessary, and inasmuch as the War Depart- 
ment is the department which has always supervised the 
construction of the great civil works for improving the 
rivers and harbors of the country and the extended mili- 
tary works of public acfence, and as the said department 
has from time to time been charged with the supervision 
of the government of all the island possessions of the 
United States, and continues to supervise the govern- 
ment of the Philippine Islands, I direct that all the work 
of the Commission done by virtue of powers vested in 
me by the act of Congress approved June 28, 1902, in the 
digging, construction and completion of the canal, and 
all the governmental power in and over said canal zone 
and its appurtenant territory, which by virtue of the act 
of Congress approved April 26, 19044, and these instruc- 
tions shall be vested in said Isthmian Canal Commission, 
shall be carried on or exercised under your supervision 
and direction as Secretary of War. * * * ** 

The inhabitants of the Isthmian Canal zone are entitled 
to security in their persons, property and religion and in 
all their private rights and relations. They should be so 
informed by public announcement. The people should be 
disturbed as little as possible in their customs and avo- 
eations that are in harmony with principles of well-or- 
dered and decent living. 

The municipal laws of the canal zone are to be admin- 
istered by the ordinary tribunals substantially as they 
were before the change. Police magistrates and justices 
of the peace and other officers discharging duties usually 
devolving upon these officers of the law, will be continued 
in office if they are suitable persons. The Governor ot 
the zone, subject to approval of the Commission, is au- 
thorized to appoint temporarily a judge for the canal 
zone, who shall have the authority equivalent to that 
usually exercised in Latin countries by a judge of a court 
of first instance, but the Isthmian Canal Commission 
shall fix his salary and may legislate respecting his 
powers and authority, increasing or diminishing them in 
their discretion, and also making provision for additional 
or appellate judges, should the public interest require. 

The law of the land, with which the inhabitants are 
familiar, and which were in force on Feb. 26, 1904, will 
continue in force in the canal zone and in other places 
on the Isthmus, over which the United States has juris- 
diction until altered or annulled by the said Commission, 
but there are certain great principles of government 
which have been made the basis of an existence as a 
nation which we deem essential to the rule of law and 
the maintenance of order, and which shall have force 
in said zone. ‘The principles referred to may be generally 
stated as follows: Here follows a brief statement of the 
rights secured to citizens under our Constitution: Pro- 
vided, however, that the Commission shall have power 
tu exclude from time to time from the canal zone and 
other places on the Isthmus, over which the United 
States has jurisdiction, persons of the following classes 
who were not actually domiciled within the zone on the 
26th day of February, 1904, viz., idiots, the insane, epilep- 
tics, paupers, criminals, professional beggers, persons 
afficted with loathsome or dangerous contagious diseases; 
those who have been convicted of felony, anarchists, 
those whose purpose it is to incite insurrection and oth- 
ers whose presence it is believed by the Commission 
would tend to create public disorder, endanger the pub- 
lic health, or in any manner impede the prosecution of 
the work of opening the canal; and may cause any una 
all such newly arrived persons or those alien to the zone 
to be expelled and deported from the territory controlled 
by the United States, and the Commission may defray 
from the canal appropriation the cost of such deporta- 
tion, as necessary expenses of the sanitation, the police 
protection of the canal route and the preservation of 
good order among the inhabitants. 

The Commission may legislate on all rightful subjects 
of legislation not inconsistent with the laws and treaties 
of the United States, so far as they apply to said zone 
and other places; and the said power shall include the 
enactment of the sanitary ordinances of a preventive or 
curative character to be enforced in the cities of Colon 
and Panama and which are contemplated and authorized 
by Article 7 of said canal convention. Such legisiative 
power shall also include the power to raise and appropri- 
ate revenues in said zone; and all taxes, judicial fines, 
customs duties and other revenues levied and collected 
in said zone by or under the authority of said Commis- 
sion shall be retained, accounted for and disbursed by 
said Commission for its proper purposes. The members 
of said Commission to the number of four or more shall 
constitute a legislative quorum and all rules and regula- 
tions passed and enacted by said Commission shall have 
set forth as a caption that they are enacted by the Isth- 
mian Canal Commission “by authority of the President 
of the United States.” 

The Commission shall hold its regular quarterly meet- 
ings at the office of the Commission, either in Panama 
or at a branch office in Washington, and special meetings 
may be held at the pleasure of the Commission. 

All laws, rules and regulations of a governmental char- 
acter enacted by the Commission hereunder shall be sup- 
mitted to you for your approval, and should your ap- 
proval be withheld from any such law, rule or regulation. 
then from that time the law, rule or regulation shall 
thereafter have no force or effect. 

Major Gen. George W. Davis, U.S.A., (retired), a mem- 
ber of the Canal Commission, is hereby appointed Gov- 
ernor of the Isthmian Canal Zone. He will proceed at 
once to the Isthmus of Panama, He will in my name, as 
the chief executive in the canal zone, for and in behalf 
of the United States, see that the laws are faithfully ex- 
ecuted and will maintain possession of said territory, in- 
cluding the public lands therein and the property real 
and movable on the Isthmus of Panama, except that of 
the Panama Railroad, that has recently been acquired 
from the Republic of Panama. He is hereby vested with 
the power to gran: reprieves and pardons for offences 
against the rules, regulations and laws in force by vir- 
tue of action of the Commission or by virtue of the 
clause hereof continuing in force the laws of Panama. 
In case of his disability or absence from the canal zone 
at any time, the Isthmian Canal Commission is empow- 
ered to designate the person or persons to act as Gover- 
nor during such absences or disability. Except as herein 
prescribed the duties of the Governor shall be fixed by 
legislation of the Canal Commission. 

For the preservation of order and protecting the prop- 
erty of the United States, within or without said zone 
as provided by Article 7 of the Canal Convention, an 
adequate police force shall be maintained. If at any 
time there shall arise necessity for military or naval as- 
sistance, the Governor shall, if possible, promptly notify 
you, and in the event of a sudden exigency, the Gov- 
ernor may call upon any available military or naval 
force of the United States to render assistance, and the 
sume shall be immediately furnished. 

It is a matter of first importance that the most ap- 
proved and effective methods and measures known to 
sanitary science be adopted, in order that the health 
conditions on the Isthmus may be improved. It is the 
belief of those who have noted the successful results se- 


cured by our Army in Cuba in the obliteration of yellow 


fever in that island that it is entirely feasible to banish 
the diseases that have heretofore caused most mortality 
on the Isthmus, or at least to improve as greatly the 
health conditions there as in Cuba and Porto Rico. I 
desire that every possible effort be made to protect our 
officers and workmen from the dangers of tropical and 
other diseases, which in the past have been prevalent 
and destructive in Panama. 

Rear Admiral John G. Walker, U.S.N., (retired), and 
Col. Frank J. Hecker, members of the Isthmian Canal 
Commission, are hereby designated as members of the 
joint commission provided for by Articles 6 and 15 of the 
Canal Convention. The moiety of the necessary expenses 
of the Commission to be created in pursuance of Article 
6 and 15 of the above cited Canal Convention will be 
defrayed from the appropriation applicable to the ship 
canal to connect the waters of the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans. 

The Isthmian Canal Commission will prepare for VUon- 
gress and place in your hands on or before December 
1 of each year a full and complete report of all their acts 
and of the operations conducted by them in respect to the 
canal construction and the government of the calal zone. 
These reports will contain a detailed account of all mon- 
eys received and disbursed in the performance of their 
duties and of the progress made in the construction of the 
canal, 

The necessary expenses incurred by the Commission in 
carrying on the government of the canal zone will be 
defrayed from the local revenues so far as the said reve- 
nues may be sufficient and the remainder will be met 
from the appropriations made by the 5th section of the 
act of Congress approved June 28, 1902, An estimate of 
the proposed expenditures and revenues for each year 
in carrying on the government of the zone will be sub- 
mitted to Congress at the beginning of each annual ses- 
sion. 

By virtue of the ownership by the United States of 
about sixty-nine seventieths of the shares of the capital 
stock of the Panama Railroad the general policy of the 
managers of said road will be controlled by the United 
States. As soon as practicable I desire that all the mem- 
bers of the Isthmain Canal Commission be elected to the 
board of directors of the road and that the policy of the 
road be completely harmonized with the policy of the 
government of making it an adjunct to the construction 
of the canal, at the same time fulfilling the purpose for 
which it was constructed as a route of commercial move- 
ment across the Isthmus of Panama. If any contracts or 
other obligations now subsist between the railway com- 
pany and other transportation companies, that are not in 
accord with sound public policy, then such contracts must 
be terminated as soon as it is possible to effect that 
object. 

No salary or per diem allowance or compensation in ad- 
dition to the stated+salary and per diem allowance of the 
members of the Isthmian Canal Commission will be al- 
lowed to any member of the Commission by reason of his 
services in connection with the civil government of the 
canal zone, or his membership of any board or commis- 
sion concerned in or connected with the construction of 
the canal or by reason of his services as an officer or 
director of the Panama railroad. 

If there now be in force within the canal zone any fran- 
chise granting to any person a privilege to maintain lot- 
teries or hold lottery drawings or other gambling 
methods and devices of a character forbidden by the laws 
of the United States, or if the grantee of any such privi- 
lege has now the right to sell lottery tickets or similar de- 
vices to facilitate the business of the concessionaire, the 
Commission shall enact laws annulling the privileges or 
concessions and punishing future exercise of the same by 
imprisonment or fine, or both. 

These instructions may be modified and supplemented 
as occasion shall arise.

WAR IN THE FAR EAST. 


Making all due allowance for the daring strategy and 
enterprise of the Japanese, we find it difficult to under- 
stand why the Russians made so ineffective a_ resis- 
tance to the advance of their enemy across the Yalu. 
The choice of theories would seem to be between mili- 
tary incapacity almost incredible and a determination on 
the part of General Kuropatkin to permit the Japanese 
to go as far as they will into Manchuria while he gathers 
his forces for an attack upon them at the favorable 
moment. In either case it would appear clear that our 
estimate of the weakness of the Russian forces in Man- 
churia has been correct. The Japanese are superior to 
the Russians in artillery as well as in men and their 
guns were splendidly bandled, 

General Sassulitch, the Russian commander, says in 
his report: “Our losses on April 30 and May 1 alto- 
gether amounted to 70 superior and subaltern officers 
and 2.324 men killed, wounded, or taken prisoners. 
Of this total, 1,081 were left on the battlefield, but it is 
not known whether they were killed or wounded. In 
consequence of the heavy losses in men and battery 
horses and the difficulties encountered in the roadless 
country, it was absolutely impossible to bring away the 
guns and machine guns.” 

The Japanese report their loss as 31 officers and 160 
men killed; 29 officers and 166 men wounded. The 
unusual proportion of killed to wounded would indicate 
that the modern bullet does not always inflict wounds 
worth counting, in the opinion of the Japanese. Taking 
the usual proportion of between four and five wounded 
to one killed or dying of wounds, the Japanese should 
have had over 800 wounded. 

The captured Russian munitions of war include 20 
field pieces, 10 machine guns, much small arm ammuni- 
tion, 20 transport wagons, 2 ambulances and band in- 
struments, the later perforated with bullets. Most of 
these things were abandoned in the flight of the Russian 
troops. 

On May 5 the Japanese landed a force on the Liao- 
tung Peninsula at Pitzewo. They detached a small 
force to cut the railroad and telegraph line at Polan- 
dien, blowing up a bridge, which was subsequently re- 
paired by the Russians and a train loaded with ammuni- 
tion rushed through to Port Arthur. The invaders ad- 
vanced south as far as Kinchow, which is on an inlet 
of Society Bay about thirty miles north of Port Arthur, 
and on the west side of the Peninsula at its narrowest 
point. As the Russians have occupied Sistkao Bay (ap- 
parently an inlet of Talienwan Bay) on the opposite 
side of the peninsula, they would seem to be preparing 
to resist this movement against Port Arthur. Admiral 
Hosaya in his report of the landing says: “It being 
low tide it was impossible to use the boats, and the 
sailors plunged into the water, waded breast deep for 
about a thousand yards and reached the beach at 7:20 
p.m. Immediately advancing, they took possession of 
a range of hills without firing a shot and planted our 
flag on the hills.” 

When convinced that Port Arthur was about to be 
isolated Viceroy Alexieff fled the town with Grand Duke 
Boris, the cousin of the Czar. A French correspondent 
reports that one of the Japanese columns is advancing 








along the coast, probably to communicate with the troops 
landed at Pitzewo. All the reserves, provisions and am- 
munition were landed on the Elliot Islands. 

The military correspondent of the London Times 
states that the reports of the Russian staff show that 
the Japanese are deploying on a wide front upon a gen- 
eral line running northeast and southwest through Feng- 
Wang-Cheng. ‘They are reported to be advancing iy 
three columns, the Alpine characteristics of the country, 
compelling in any case a narrow front, making such de- 
tached movements feasible. In a despatch to the Czar, 
dated May 11, General Kuropatkin said: “It is inferred 
from reports received on May 7 that the Japanese are 
operating in three bodies, two south on the lower course 
of the Tayankha River and one north in front of Haba- 
lina and Tchipukma. The southern contingents on May 
7 had not crossed the Tayankha River.” The Times 
correspondent says: “If we place ourselves ip 
Kuropatkin’s position we must admit he is not 
greatly to be envied. His front is parallel with 
the line of retreat, and every day will make him more 
alive to this disadvantage. He has accumulated, ac- 
cording to Colonel Gadke, supplies for 200,000 up to 
July 1 at Liao-Yang and Mukden, and he must defend, 
destroy, or abandon them.” 

The reported advance of the Japanese to Hai-Tshung 
would make Niu-Chwang untenable and isolate the Liao- 
tung Peninsula. Viceroy Alexieff telegraphed to the 
Czar, May 12, announcing that the Russians have blown 
up the docks and piers at Port Dalny, Liau-tung Penin- 
sula. Dalny is within twenty miles of Port Arthur, on 
Talienwan Bay. 

The question as to whether the Japanese have effec- 
tually sealed the entrance to Port Arthur’s inner harbor 
is still in doubt. It is contrary to experience to assume 
that such an attempt to block a channel could have more 
than a temporary result. We tried this plan at Charles- 
=o during the Civil War, but without permanent 
result. 

May 10 200 Russian cavalry attacked the Japanese 
garrison at Anju, Korea, about 60 miles southeast of 
Wi-ju, and were held in check until reinforcements ar- 
rived and they were driven off. About 450 Cossacks 
are reported at Song-Jiu, 160 miles north of Gensan. 

Russian 4 per cent. bonds, which were 96 1-4 Feb. 6 
and fell in the first week of the war to 88 1-4, are now 
90 1-4. Japanese 4’s, which were 72 1-2 Feb. 6 and fell 
to G7 the first week of the war, are now 67 3-4. 





RETIREMENT AND PROMOTION. 


Fort Preble, Portland, Me., May 8, 1904. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

Is there not something the matter with the list you 
published on page 939, May 7, 1904, of the officers “who 
will be eligible after June 1, 1904, for retirement with 
the advance of grade . by reason of 40 years’ 
service, or having attained 62 years of age”? A glance 
at the enclosed table will show what appears to me some 
errors of commission and of omission. This table is only 
figured to the nearest month, and it does not inelude 
war service after April, 1865; many of the officers had 
service after that date which increases their length of 
service by whatever the amount may have been. 

Outside of the Artillery there appear numerous mis- 
takes; for instance, Col. John I. Clem, Q.M.D., has war 
service May 1, 1863, to Sept. 19, 1864, one year, four 
months and nineteen days; in permanent establishment 
from Dec. 18, 1871, to June 1, 1904, or 32 years, 5 
months and 14 days; total 33 years, 10 months and 2 
days. He was born Aug. 13, 1851, hence is only 52 
years, 9 months and 18 days of age, hence he is neither 
62 years of age nor has 40 years of service.

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THE TITLE U.S. ARMY. 

General Ainsworth, Military Secretary, in answer [to 
an inquiry from the American Science and Historie 
Preservation Society, with reference to the proper desi 
nation of General Lafayette, says: 

On September 9, 1776, it was resolved by Congress 
‘that in all Continental commissions and other instru- 
ments where heretofore the words ‘United Colonies’ have 
been used, the style be altered, for the future, to the 
‘United States’.” (Journals of the American Congress, 
Volume I, page 470.) 

The records of the War Department show that officers 
of the Continental line, appointed after the adoption of 
the resolution referred to above, were commissioned ®* 
officers “in the Army of the United States;” but no 
record of the use of the title “United States Army” dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War has been found. That 
title appears to have been adopted after the organiza- 
tion of the regular establishment under the Constitution, 
but the date of its earliest use or adoption cannot he 
definitely determined. 

On July 31, 1777, it was resolved by Congress that 
the service of Marquis de la Fayette be accepted and that 
“he have the rank and commission of major general | 
the Army of the United States.” (Journals of the Amer 
can Congress, Volume II., page 211). 

The use of the letters “U.S.A.” after the name of an 
officer of the Continental line, Revolutionary War, is not 
believed to be proper, as those letters are technically 
used as applying solely to the regular Army of the United 
States, which, of course, was not in existence until after 
the close of the Revolutionary War.

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THE BATTLESHIP. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The wholesale destruction of the battleship that has 
taken place during the war between Russia and Japan 
must not be considered as proof of its being no longer of 
any value in naval warfare, but only an indication of its 
weakness to meet the new conditions, and received as a 
warning to modify its construction in future vessels in 


order to be equal to them. A fleet without a battleship 
would be like a harbor without fortifications, and like 
them has to meet the new conditions by presenting 
a less conspicuous unit against attack, together with all- 
around protection. The importance of following the last 
condition has been completely over-looked of late years 
in the endeavor of one nation to outstrip the other in the 
size produced and weight of above-water protection pro- 
vided, or—like the ostrich—ignoring possible attack from 
un unseen quarter and failing to make provision to meet 
such an attack without suffering immediate annihilation. 

Although the enormous unwieldy proportions now 
reached demand a halt in this direction, the most im- 
portant — to be considered is the protection of the 
under-body so as to make its penetration more difficult 
and render immediate sinking Jess likely. In order to 
accomplish this some of the heavy protection above will 
have to be sacrificed. There will no doubt be strenuous 
objection to such a change, but it will have to be made to 
nder the battleship less vulnerable and by so doing 
ake it more valuable. The plea against the partial 
destruction of the ship above water and the loss of some 

the crew will have to yield to the more important one 
of avoiding the entire destruction of both vessel and 
crew, not to say anything of the greater demoralizing 
effect likely to be made on the rest of the squadron by 
the loss of such an important unit, together with the time 
nd money required to fill its place. A vessel with some 
i the weight transferred from above to below will be far 
nore stable under all conditions, particularly in case of 
upture below from any cause, and will be following the 
aw that the strength of any object is measured by that 
f its weakest member. Not only those who man a 
vessel built to meet all conditions of attack, as well as 
equipped with armament like that of our vessels of old 
for superior offensive operations, will have more con- 
fidence in their ship, but also those in the lighter and 
weaker ones will feel that they have a rallying point 
where they can retire with greater safety. 

Let Mr. Hale, therefore, use his influence to improve 
and not reject this important member of a fighting squad- 
ron.

In an article in the New York Sun of May 11 Capt. 
A. T. Mahan, U.S.N., presents his views on the subject 
of the battleship. He holds that “the question is not, as 
commonly understood, battleship versus torpedo. It is 
big ships versus small ships, as means for controlling 
the sea, in the full sense of that expression.” At the 
same time Captain Mahan thinks that there is a ten- 
dency to overdo the battleship and that there are alreaay 
good military reasons, irrespective of torpedoes, for not 
overpassing certain limits of size, and while he supports 
the general position that the control of the sea can be 
secured only by fleets of big ships, he considers that this 
proposition carries with it certain qualifications. One 
of these is in the matter of speed, in regard to which he 
is not an extremist. 

“An isolated battleship is an anomaly; and a speed 
much below the highest is all that is likely to be got from 
several together, because causes particular to one or twu 
will retard the others. For all this, however, it remains 
true that a speed high for an average of several ships— 
for a fleet—should be sought, and can be obtained.” 

For a spurt the speed of the torpedo vessel may ex- 
ceed that of the battleship, but “in rough seas speed de- 
pends upon momentum, and momentum means weight; 
consequently the torpedo vessel, under conditions at which 
the battleship laughs, loses speed rapidly and becomes 
hopelessly slower. 

“Nor is it due to rough seas only that the torpedo ves- 
sel is less fast for long distances. She has to renew her 
supply of coal much more frequently. This means either 
friendly ports at short intervals—a condition to be real- 
ized only in a very restricted field of warfare; or else 
coaling at sea, an operation always difficult, but mani- 
fold so for small, light vessels, which the swell tumbles 
about mercilessly because of their lightness, and whicn 
for the same cause are very easily stove. For the rea- 
sons adduced, the small ship is, always has been, and al- 
ways will be greatly inferior in speed to the large one— 
in the long run.” 

The ability of the torpedo to reach striking distance 
and to obtain any certainty of aim such as that distance 
alone would ensure is, the Captain thinks, by no means 
within her control. He says: 

“To assure delivering a decisive blow at a man, or a 
ship, which you mean seriously to injure, you must be 
able to ‘stand up’ to him, or it. Of course, there is lurk- 
ing in dark corners, and striking from behind; and that 
is the role of the torpedo vessel as at present consti- 
tuted. She is an assassin; using the word not as a term 
of reproach, for which there is no occasion, but as a met- 
aphor. * * * * It is the concentrated power which can 
come out into the open that wins in the end, and this the 
Japanese battle fleet has proved. Of course such original 
superiority may be frittered away, by inferior military 
ability or precautions, allowing a force to be cut up in 
detail, until it becomes inferior. History is full of such 
instances, before torpedoes were ever dreamed of. * * * 
It is interesting to note, in connection with this, that 
when the torpedo vessels of the contending fleets at Port 
Arthur have met, they have fought with guns. ‘As soon 
as the Japanese destroyers discovered her (a Russian 
torpedo-boat destroyer) they went in pursuit, cut her 
off, and then destroyed her in ten minutes with their 6- 
pounder guns.’ But their own weakness, such as has 
been here insisted on, was apparent immediately after.” 

Captain Mahan also contends that battleships are 
more economical than torpedo-boats, as it is much more 
expensive to put the same aggregate tonnage into two 
ships than into one. “Speaking within limits, you get 
less military efficiency at a higher cost.” At the same 
time gratitude is due to the torpedo “for suggesting, and 
even imposing a stop upon a progressive development of 
size, which had begun to seem endless.” If “the tonnage 
of a navy is limited there must be a compromise between 
the two. Numbers are necessary in order to distribute a 
total force in accordance with the exigencies of succes- 
sive situations. They are needed also to facilitate combi- 
nation, for combination is the essence of military art— 
strategy or tactics: and, mathematically, the power to 
combine increases with numbers.” 

Concluding Captain Mahan says: “In my opinion 
nothing has occurred so far in this present war to con- 
firm the opinion that torpedo attacks by small vessels 


against battleships will be frequently successful. How- 
ever, even as a matter of mere good luck, success at times 
must be expected; hence it is desirable so to regulate the 
size of the battleship that the loss of one may not be 
excessively felt. It will be impossible to contest control 
of the sea with vessels exempt by their draught from tor- 
pedo injury; and control of the sea is the one thing need- 
ful. For the most part, attack by torpedo vessels will 
be confined to coasts and the neighborhood of ports where 
they will generally be encountered and in measure 
checked, by vessels of their own class. 

“I have not here entered into the question of the use 
of the torpedo by battleships themselves. Important as 
this subject is, it is other than that before us, which is 
the effect of the torpedo upon the continuance of battle- 
ships as a factor in naval war. * * * The Petropav- 
lovsk incident, though exceptional, is ominous. It can- 
not be considered in the least indicative of the probable 
successful use of the automobile torpedo, for it is not a 
ease of such; but the entireness of the destruction, 
which it does suggest, demands consideration. In default 
of experience only a careful re-study of the probabilities 
of gun and torpedo, not by technical but by military ex- 
perts, can reach a safe conclusion as to their relative 
values, considered as factors in the armament of battle- 
ships; and this again must be determined by a similar 
study of the tactics imposed upon fleets by the two 
weapons in their present state. Armament should em- 
body a clear tactical preconception. Under whatever mod- 
ification of tactics or armament, however, I consider the 
continuance of the battleship certain.” 





In the Review of Reviews for May Mr. Hiram Maxim 
presents a brief on behalf of the torpedo in which he 
says: “Fifty torpedo boats may be built and manned 
at no greater expense than a single battleship. Conse- 
quently, fifty torpedo boats may be destroyed, with the 
loss of all on board, in order to sink a single battleship 
and the loss be equal to both sides, while if two battle- 
ships can be sunk by the sacrifice of fifty torpedo boats, 
the torpedo flotilla has won a decided victory. As a 
matter of fact, it is probable that in actual warfare not 
more than ten torpedo boats, on the average, would be 
destroyed by battleships for every battleship sunk by 
them. This means that the present torpedo system is 
five times as efficient as the battleship. Twenty-five hun- 
dred torpedoes can be provided at the cost of a single 
battleship, any one of which, should it reach her, will 
send her to the bottom. It is obvious that a battleship, 
attacked simultaneously by a dozen such enemies, would 
be as unable to protect herself with her guns as is the 
ox to protect itself against the tsetse fly by the switch of 
its tail.”

CONTROL OF WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


Widespread interest has been aroused in every Depart- 
ment of the Government by a letter which the General 

Soard has written to the Secretary of the Navy and 
which is signed by Admiral of the Navy Dewey as presi- 
dent of the board, concerning the control of wireless 
telegraphy. After the President has read this letter it 
will go to the Joint Army and Navy Board for consid- 
eration. In the board’s letter it is pointed out that al- 
though there has been a contest among a number of de- 
partments for the control of wireless telegraphy, for sev- 
eral reasons the Navy Department is the proper one to 
have charge of it, the chief of which is that the Navy is 
the only department to which wireless telegraphy is in- 
dispensable. Moreover, the board contends that to use 
successfully wireless telegraphy in time of war there 
must be available operators trained in peace and the Na- 
vy can easily furnish men for instruction in peace and 
war. The board advocates the control absolutely by the 
Government of wireless telegraphy, so far as the location 
within zones of interference along the coast of new sta- 
tions is concerned. In view, however, of the fact that 
it is such a growing industry the board is inclined to be- 
lieve that the Government should not attempt to manage 
all the wireless telegraph business along the coast, the 
Department of Commerce and Labor being the proper one 
to control private wireless telegraph companies. The 
board, however, apparently contradicts itself in making 
further on in its report the additional and general sug- 
gestion that the Navy be given the management of the 
seacoast wireless telegraph business of the country. 

There are a number of reasons why the Government, 
in the opinion of those advised on the subject, should 
have military control of the wireless stations on its 
coasts. Such control is exercised by all countries over 
their coasts and frontiers. For example, the charting, 
surveying, patrolling, lighting and fortifying of the coast 
is in charge of the government. The Army and Navy are 
entrusted with the works which have to do with the de- 
fenses of the country. Furthermore the Government of 
this country does not permit the various State govern- 
ments, let alone private companies, to have the control 
of matters which affect the integrity of the general gov- 
ernment or the public security. For the reason that the 
wireless stations along the coast are necessary to the ade- 
quate defense of the country the military branches should 
naturally have charge of them. The Navy has control of 
the hydrographic work, whose business is as closely con- 
nected with the country’s commerce as is the wireless 
coast telegraph. Indeed, the connection of the branch 
hydrographic offices with the commerce of the country is 
in parallel with the control and management by the Navy 
of the wireless telegraph stations along the coasts. It 
should be remembered, too, that there is at all times dan- 
ger of international interference and this would have to 
be looked after by the federal Government, which is an- 
other reason why it should have control of the stations 
on its own coast. It is also essential to the effective op- 
eration of wireless telegraphy in time of war that the 
stations be in charge of a thoroughly trained corps of 
men. Civilians could not be depended on to distinguish, 
as naval operators would, between hostile and friendly 
messages or to transmit accurately naval signals, which 
are of course technical. In the opinion of General 
Greely, Chief Signal Officer of the Army, the whole ques- 
tion of the control of wireless telegraphy must be settled 
by a decision of the Supreme Court. The report of the 
Joint Army and Navy Board upon the subject is awaited 
with interest. The following memorandum, prepared in 
the Bureau of Equipment showing the various wireless 
companies which desire to have the Navy Department 
test their systems will also be of interest: 

The Bull system, now being installed; the Marconi, 
which has requested delay in its test and has set no time; 
the Fessenden, from which no definite answer as to the 
time for the tests has been received; the DeForest, which 
has not yet replied to the request of the Bureau of Equip- 
ment to appoint a date for its test; The Piggott, which 
has been requested to inform the board on wireless teleg- 
raphy when it will be ready for tests; the Telefunken, 


will be ready June 15; Rochefort, no information ; 
Lodge-Muirhead, no information, and the last com 
which has applied, the Pacific Wireless Telegra 
pecs whose test will take place after 
Lodge-Muirhead. The Clark company has not yet received 
from the Department authority for a test. 





VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Without especial ceremony and in the presence of the 
officers of the navy yard and of the ship, the Denver was 
formally commissioned at the League Island Navy Yard 
on Thursday, May 5. The Denver will remain at the 
League Island yard until such time as the Department 
requires her services at sea. 

The Bureau of Navigation has been informed by cable 
that the Buffalo has sailed from Singapore for Guam, 
where she’ will land supplies and sail for San Francisco 
with several time-expired men and condemned stores. 


Following the tremendous increase in the work re- 
quired at the New York Navy Yard, the Navy Depart- 
ment has decided to make an increase in the electrical 
power plant of that yard and to this end bids have been 
called for, with the result that the bid of $47,447 of the 
General Electric Company, of Schenectady, N.Y., was 
found to be the lowest. This company secured the con- 
tract for the original installation of power in this yard 
some years ago, and it is a cause of congratulation that 
the work of enlargement should fall into its hands. 

It is proposed to have in the parade at the Fulton cele- 
bration in 1907 two boats which shall be exact dupli- 
cates of the Fulton and Fitch steamboats, the pioneers 
in steamboat navigation. 

Gunner George G. Neumann, U.S.N., who is to be 
tried at Mare Island by a G.C.M., charged with mis- 
conduct while intoxicated, was appointed from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia March 10, He was born in 
Virginia, and previous to being appointed gunner, served 
seven years as an enlisted man. 

The right of the Navy Department to subject Asst. 
Paym. D. W. McCully to a second physical examination 
because of a stroke of paralysis, received after he had 
been commissioned as the result of the first examination, 
is called in question. As he has not taken the oath of 
office or received his commission, the Department holds 
that Mr. McCully is not an officer of the Navy. 

The Topeka has been ordered to the training station 
at Newport, where she will take on another batch of men 
for training. The repairs to the Topeka have just been 
completed. © 

The Navy Department has awarded the contract for 
the academic building to be built at the Naval Academy 
at Annapolis to the John Pierce Construction Company 
of New York at the contract price of $1,379,900. here 
were only two bidders. 

The U.S.S. Iowa, in target practice with 12-inch guns, 
fired forty-two shots and made thirty-four hits. Her best 
gun fired eleven shots and made eleven hits. This score 
equals that made by the British warship Ocean in 1902, 
when she broke the world’s record. Of the Iowa's 8- 
inch guns the best gun made nine shots and eight hits. 
The best pointers were W. Jamison, seaman, who made 
1% shots and 5 hits; and J. Schlesinger, coxswain, who 
made 5 shots and 5 hits. The hits per gun per minute 
averaged 1.20. Of the 4-inch guns the best made 23 
shots and 15 hits; hits per gun per minute, 4.5. The 
lowa’s 12-inch record is the best to date of any ship 
having her type of gun mounts. The following is the 
Kentucky’s 5-inch record, beating the Kearsarge: best 
gun, 22 shots and 19 hits; hits per gun per minute, 5.49. 
The Kearsarge’s record of hits per gun per minute was 
4.28. The official scores and prizes will not be announced 
for a month. 

The contract for a ship-fitter’s shop at the Charles- 
ton Navy Yard has been awarded to Grant Wilkins of 
Atlanta, Ga., the lowest bidder at $145,000. 

Commanders of receiving ships in the U.S. Navy have 
been notified to inform the Navy Department whenever 
they receive superannuated enlisted men. This was brought 
about by a complaint from Comdr. A, E. Culver, of the 
U.8.S. Bancroft, who stated that A. 8S. Zara, a ward- 
room steward, recently sent him from the receiving ship 
Wabash at Boston was too old to be of much use. “He 
is afflicted with rheumatism, cannot sleep in a ham- 
mock and has not been to sea since 1872,” writes Com- 
mander Culver. 

Medical Inspector Howard E. Ames, U.S.N., in a re- 
port to the Navy Department pointed out that the 
standard of the physical requirements of candidates for 
appointment as midshipmen is too low. He states that 
the present requirement of height with age is too low; 
that insufficient attention is given to the question of 
weight; that vision is treated too lightly; that defective 
hearing and heart troubles are repeated!y weived, and 
that the matter of teeth is almost overlooked. Acting on 
this report a special board composed of Med. Dir. John 
C. Wise, Surg. William C. Braisted and Passed Asst. 
Surg. T. D. Myers, retired, has been appointed to conduct 
examinations. 

A recent decree gives instructions as to new titles to 
be borne by the constructive staff and by engineer, medi- 
cal and other officers of the Italian Navy. The con- 
structor, who ranks with a vice admiral, has the title of 
lieutenant general of his branch, and his subordinates 
are major generals, colonels, majors, captains and lieu- 
tenants. There is a engineer-major-general, a surgeon- 
major-general, and a paymaster-major-general, and so on 
in every rank down to sub-lieutenant, each officer having 
a military title annexed to that of his branch. The army 
officers are naturally disgruntled at having their 
cherished titles thus appropriated.

Thomas Costello, formerly paymaster’s clerk at the 
navy yard, Brooklyn, N.Y., pleaded guilty in the United 
States Circuit Court May 9 to the charge of having ap- 
propriuied to his own use money belonging to the Gov 
ernment. Judge Thomas sentenced him to serve five 
years in Sing Sing prison and to pay a fine of $5,000, 
this being the full punishment provided by law.

The 
specific offense charged against him related to defalca- 
tions made in connection with the sale of junk to out- 
side dealers. The defalcations charged extended over a 
period of some years, he having served at the yard under 
three different paymasters. He developed a clever plan 
of tinkering with his books so as to hide his monthly 
shortage and carry it over to the next month. The pay- 
master’s office at the yard handles a considerable sum 
of money each month that is paid out to retired naval 
officers. Some of them do not call for their payments 
regularly, and this leaves the yard office with a consid- 
erable balance to carry over from one month to another. 
By juggling the accounts relating to this balance Cos- 
tello was enabled to withdraw. considerable cash without 
its appearing in the books. 

Miss Helen Louise Humphrey, daughter of Gen. C. F. 
Humphrey, U.S.A., christened the last of the four sub- 
marine torpedo planters on April 30, launched from 
Neafie and Levy’s shipyard at Philadelphia.

The Buffalo, which convoyed the first torpedo-boat flo- 
tilla to the Asiatic station and which holds the record 
in the Navy for long distance cruising, will discharge her 
landsmen at Colon, Panama, and they will be taken by 
rail across the Isthmus to Panama and shipped by the 
Dixie to New York and granted the usual amount of 
shore leave. The Buffalo will then go to Mare Island. 
The Buffalo’s landsmen upon their arrival at New York 
will have completed a trip around the world on which 
they started December 17 last. 

The Navy Department has been advised that the Ken- 
tucky has sailed for home. Of the 725 men on board the 
enlistments of 300 have expired and those of many others 
will soon expire. 

Orders have been sent out that the Minneapolis and 
Columbia, which are primarily engineer training ships, 
shall take on board landsmen for drill on deck. ‘This is 
a new departure for the training vessels and will make 
them serve both as engineer and regular training ships. 
A draft of men will soon be sent to the Minneapolis and 
Columbia for this purpose. 

At the request of the Bureau of Navigation, the Army 
has placed at the disposal of the Navy over three hun- 
dred cots, which will be used. at League Island for the 
enlisted men stationed there. It has been found desir- 
able that the men shall sleep well up off the floors in 
summer and the cots will be generally used throughout 
the barracks at League Island, and similar arrangements 
will probably be made at the other stations, but it was 
felt that the change was urgent at League Island, be- 
cause of the sickness now prevalent there. 

The Board of Naval Officers, consisting of Capt. Regi- 
nald Nicholson, Capt. Jefferson Moser and Civil Engi- 
neer Rousseau, appointed to inquire into the removal of 
the training station from Goat Island to San Diego, 
Cal., has reported in favor of the removal. 

An interesting suggestion has come to the Navy De- 
partment in connection with the sanitation of the League 
Island Navy Yard. It is to the effect that the planting 
of eucalyptus trees there would greatly improve the 
health of the men stationed on the station. The eucalyp- 
tus tree is known in the South as the fever tree and at 
Mare Island it grows abundantly all over the island. It 
is claimed that it is largely to this fact that the good 
health prevalent at Mare Island is due. As the land at 
League Island is for the most part “made land the 
Navy Department looks with favor on the plan and the 
suggestion will be sent to the commandant of the navy 
yard there for comment. 

The U.S.S. Dolphin, with Secretary Moody and half 
a dozen Senators and Representatives on board, sailed 
May 10 from Havana for Pensacola, From there they 
expect to go to New Orleans. 

Congressman Lindsay, of Brooklyn, N.Y., has selected 
a number of young men to take the examinations for 
entrance to the Naval Academy at Annapolis. The ex- 
aminations will take place in June. Owing to the fail- 
ure of Mr. Lindsay’s appointees to pass the examinations 
last year, he has two appointments to make this year. 


For the first, Frederick W. Kellegrew, of 336 Hooper 
street, is the principal, and Francis X. Greene, of Green- 
point, has been appointed alternate. For the second ap- 
pointment, Bernard Conlon, of 208 1-2 Calyer street, is 
principal, and the following young men are first, second 
and third alternates, respectively: Henry C. Fulda, 
of 107 Kent street; Charles Roeper and William Roeper, 
both of Greenpoint. 

This week at the navy yard, Washington, there is a 
board of officers in session for the examination of men 
for the position of gunners and boatswains. It is ex- 
pected that about ten gunners and nineteen boatswains 
will be obtained as a result of the examination. 

Boatswain H. E. Olsen has arrived in Washington and 
appeared this week before the Retiring Board. 

The Electric Launch Company, of Bayonne, N.J., are 
building 120 extra heavy 20-foot eight-oared boats or 
launches to lay submarine mines. A pair will be stowed 
in each boat, which will have a roller at the stern to be 
used in lowering the mines into the water. Thirty boats 
will be carried on each cruiser. 

Comdr. Nathan Sargent, of the General Board of the 
Navy, will soon go to sea, probably in command of the 
cruiser Albany, now on its way from the Asiatic station 
to Bremerton, where it will be overhauled, repaired and 
have its battery changed. 

A new plan for assembling crews for battleships has 
been adopted by Commander Sharp and Lieut. David F. 
Sellers, of the Bureau of Navigation. The crew is as- 
sembled in three parts. First, eighteen chief petty officers 
are assigned to the shipyard, where the ship is out of com- 
mission and are enabled to get acquainted with the ship 
in advance of sailing. Then eighty-five men from other 
battleships are selected and sent to the ship. These have 
considerable experience with battleships and form the 
nucleus of a well trained crew. The remainder are then 
assigned to the ship. All the enlistments are for three 
years and thus expire about the same time, so that it 
is possible to maintain the integrity of the crew. 

As soon as the Nashville has completed her visit to St. 
Louis she will be ordered to Martha’s Vineyard for tar- 
get practice and her records will be numbered with the 
regular annual records of the ships which had their prac- 
tice at Pensacola. It is intended that the Nashville shall 
stay at St. Louis as long as it is possible for 
her to do so and secure her passage down the 
Mississippi before the river falls. Officers and men 
of the Nashville will be given a _ liberal allow- 
ance of shore leave while at St. Louis.  Invita- 
tions from several other river ports are expected, but 
it will be hardly possible for the Nashville to accept these 
although it is the policy of the Department to permit 
the ships of the Navy to visit cities from time to time 
that interest in the Navy may be promoted. It was this 
which induced the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation to 
order the Wyoming to visit the Pacific coast cities during 
the cruise of the Pacific Squadron te Kiska island. 

The U.S.S. Kentucky, Captain Berry, with Rear Ad- 
miral Evans on board, left Funchal for New York May 
7. She is due at New York on or about May 20. The 
battleship Missouri, Capt. W. S. Cowles, left Hampton 
Roads, Va., May 7 for a trial run at sea, which will last 
forty-eight hours under service conditions.

The dual field and track meet between Lafayette and 
the Nava!

The Georgetown team had no trouble in rolling up 
twenty runs on the Annapolis midshipmen this afternoon 
They entirely outplayed the Navy players, who did not 
seem able even to put up their usual game. The Navy 
scored but once in the fourth inning, while in only one in- 
ning, the 3d, did the visitors fail to score. Neither Hughes 
or Needham for the Navy had the least success in stop- 
ping the terrific batting of the Georgetown veterans. 
Stiles caught a steady game, but not another Navy 
player who had anything to do did it well. At the end 
of the seventh inning the game was called in order that 
the visitors might catch the last train to Washington.

NEW ENGLAND NOTES. 
Boston, Mass., May 11, 1904. 

Capt. Ira L. Fredendall, Q.M. Dept., U.S.A., received us 
cordially in his office in Dewey square yesterday, and 
extended courtesies to the Army and Navy Journal rep- 
resentative. New rules now prevail regarding visitors 
to the harbor posts and none can board the Government 
tug Henry Wilson without a pass. This applies to all 
officers and their families. The tug is admirably man- 
aged by Captain Learson, 

Col. Sidney M. Hedges, who commands the A. and H. 
A. Co., was presented with a handsome loving cup Tues- 
day evening by his associate members. The presentation 
speech was made by Sergt. W. A. Morse, who voiced the 
sentiments of 491 members. The cup is a work of art, 
ornamented with an applied shield on which appears the 
coat of arms of the company. On one side is an etching 
of historic Faneuil hall, where their armory is located; 
on another a model of the new field piece; and on the re- 
verse side a model of an old gun from the battlefield of 
Morat, which dates back to 1746. Colonel Hedges replied 
briefly. He retires from the office in June this year, hav- 
ing served the command twice in its history. 

The Charlestown Navy Yard gets the money needed, 
$256,800 to continue the work of improvement, and a copy 
of the bill recently passed by Congress has reached the 
office here. Of this amount $65,000, is for the new mill 
for manufacture of wire rope. Naval Constr. Elliot Snow, 
U.S.N , has returned from Washington, where he was in- 
formed that his department is to have 340,000 worth of 
new tools. 

The gunboat Nashville is expected here from St. Louis 
for a complete overhauling, to occupy some time. On her 
way to St. Louis for the opening of the fair, it was nec- 
essary to lower the Nashville’s topmast in order to per- 
mit her passage of the bridges along the Mississippi. 

Brig. Gen. A. L. Mills, U.S.A., of West Point, was a 
welcome visitor at the navy yard early in the week. He 
was accompanied by his aide, and both were in full dress. 
They were received by Rear Admiral Mortimer L. John- 
son, and shown about the extensive plant. It was his 
first visit, and he especially enjoyed the drilling of a 
battalion of marines on the parade ground fronting their 
quarters. Col. A. C. Kelton has his men in fine form. 

Capt. Daniel M. Goodridge, Massachusetts Naval Brig- 
ade, has a strong bill before the legislature providing for 
an armory for the men suitable to their needs. They 
are at present sharing quarters with the 9th Infantry, 
M.V.M., in the East Armory, Boston. The bill provides 
for a site with a water front. 

Portsmouth is desirous of building naval ships at its 
commodious yard, and wants to try her spurs on one of 
the new colliers, declaring that they can be built there 
at less expense and more quickly than elsewhere.

NATIONAL GUARD NEWS. 


Adjutant General Drain, of Washington, announces 
that the National Guard of Washington will encamp at 
American Lake, July 7 to 21, 1904, inclusive. This will 
be a joint maneuver camp, in which the Regular troops 
in the Department of the Columbia and the National 
Guard organizations of Oregon and Idaho will also par- 


ticipate. The work in this camp will be very practical. 
In preparation for it, company commanders will specia!- 
ize most those points upon which they wov!ld wish to 
strengthen their commands for war service, namely: 
Rifle practice, training cooks, extended order and guard 
duty. Rifle contests will be held during the camp. Khaki 
clothing will be ready for issue shortly. Company BE, 2d 
Inf., having the highest figure of merit, is awarded the 
Champion Company Cup for 1903. Under “Special Course 
C” this company qualified 9 expert riflemen, 16 sharp- 
shooters, 17 marksmen, 7 first-class men, 3 second-class 
men and 8 third-class men. 


Great encouragement is being given to rifle practice tn 
the State of Maryland this year, whether in the militia 
or as individual members of rifle clubs. Thus following 
out the lines indicated by the “National Board” for the 
promotion of rifle practice in the general order, which 
received the approval of the Secretary of War and was 
published in G.O. 53, War Department, March 24, 1903. 
The orders for shooting issued by Governor Warfield in- 
dicate that target work will be thorough. The State 
rifle range, formally opened at Glen Burnie, May 5, will be 
named “Saunders Range’’ in memory of the late Adju- 
tant Gen. John S. Saunders. “Special Course C,” as pro- 
mulgated by the new small arms firing regulations has 
been adopted for the use of the Maryland National Guard 
in range practice. All record firing must be done with 
the United States magazine rifle and ammunition; spe- 
cially bored barrels, specially loaded cartridges or sights 
other than those issued by the Government are absolutely 
prohibited, The selection of men for the joint maneuvers 
at Manassas in September will be limited to those who 
have had instruction at the range.

Brig. Gen. Edward A. Campbell, commanding the Ist 
Brigade, N.G.N.J., reviewed the 5th Regiment in its 
armory at Paterson on the evening of May 9. The arm- 
ory is a fine large structure and occupies an entire square. 

Assembly was sounded at 8:30 o'clock, and adjutant's 
eall was not given until half an hour later. During this 
long wait the regiment might well have followed the 
example of the 4th Regiment of Jersey City and enter- 
tained the audience with a band concert. In leaving the 
ranks before the formation of the regiment, some of the 
men were guilty of the unmilitary practice of laying their 
pieces down on the floor during their absence.

Private Grant A. Forbes, Ordnance Corps, U.S.A., 
was tried by G.C.M. at Malate Barracks, Manila, and 
found guilty of falsely representing himself to be the in- 
spector general for the Division of the Philippines of the 
Army and Navy Union; wearing the bars of a captain of 
the United States Army; making a false statement to an 
officer of the United States Army, and absence without 
leave, was sentenced “To be confined at hard labor for 
three months, and to forfeit ten dollars of his pay per 
month for the same period.” General Randall, command- 
ing the Department of Luzon, reviewing the proceedings, 
said: “The foregoing sentence is, in the opinion of the re- 
viewing authority, wholly inadequate. It appears from 
the record that the Service has been scandalized and dis- 
graced by the accused parading himself in the insignia of 
a captain of the Army, and that he committed numerous 
other misdemeanors which when taken together present 
a grave case for consideration, especially in view of the 
fact that within the year he has been convicted of de- 
sertion; and that the offender should receive adequate 
punishment. When, as in this case, trivial punishment 
is imposed for serious offense, justice fails, and the dis- 
cipline and the best interests of the Service are disre- 
garded. Subject to the foregoing remarks, and solely 
that the prisoner may not escape all punishment, the 
sentence, which was approved March 17, 1904, will be 
duly executed, the confinement portion thereof at the 
Cuartel de Espafia, Manila, P.I.”

OUR NAVY. 

Comdr, C. B. T. Moore, U.S.N., answered to the toast 

the Navy at the banquet on the occasion of the launch- 
ing of the U.S.S. California in San Francisco on April 
2s, and said in part: 

“The United States Navy, while it points with pride 
to its record of achievements in the way of battles, of 
single combats and fleet actions; while it can truly say 

at its record in fighting is equal, ship for ship, fleet for 
et, to that of any service in the world, points with a 
gher and nobler pride to the fact that its guns have 
‘ver been used as a means of oppression. 
“While realizing that its officers and men are citizens 
* this country, having equal political rights with all 
ther citizens, the United States Navy has never had a 
litical attitude other than of loyalty to the decrees of 
ie American people. 
“If you maintain a Navy capable of protecting your 
masts and harbors, you may rest reasonably secure 
ainst invasion or even attack. If you neglect your 
ivy you will be sure to find, as you did a few years 
ore the Spanish War, that you will often be subjected 
t» disrespectful treatment from comparatively puny na- 
tions. 

“I do not hesitate to assert, for the benefit of those 
who think we have taken unrighteous advantage of our 
victory in 1898, that had our Navy then been equal to 
what it is to-day, the Spanish War would never have 
been fought. On paper Spain had a navy superior to 
ours, and feeling secure from serious attack even upon 
Cuba, until she was placed in a position of naval in- 
feriority, she dared the issue. So long as your Navy is 
adequate to the task it will be called upon to perform 
in case of war, you will not have a repetition of the 
panie that held all the northeastern cities in a paralysis 
of fear in 1898, and your fleet, seeking to locate a hos- 
tile fleet, will not again be weakened as was Sampson’s 
before Cervera was bottled up in Santiago. 

“You all remember that in 1898 not one transport 
carrying troops of the Army was allowed to venture out 


ot 


to sea till Dewey had destroyed Montojo’s fleet at 
Manila; Sampson’s fleet held Cervera at Santiago, and 
a base had been conquered by the Navy at Guantanamo. 
This statement carries no reflection on the Army. The 
Army is not organized for sea fighting, and is necessarily 
helpless crowded in transports, however efficient on shore, 
and you need not be reminded that the American soldier 
has no equal in any other country on earth. Surely, I 
state what the Army would quickly admit, when I say 
that no Army, however fine, can invade a country having 
a decent navy until that navy is overcome or at least 
neutralized. 

“When the Navy has opened the way, and the Army 
is landed, the Navy than becomes the line of communica- 
tion to the home base, and ay leaves the advance 
into the country to the Army. It still, however, holds an 
essential, though perhaps less showy, part in the cam- 
paign. Keep your Navy strong and well trained, then, 
and though it costs many millions to maintain it, it will 
save you millions in war risks, to say nothing of hun- 
dreds of millions through its ability to maintain you 
in peace and quiet through many years. Your Navy will 
serve your peaceful policies, too, if properly cared for. 

“Did it ever occur to you that your Navy has advanced 
your interests by spreading over this world knowledge 
of this country’s products? I do not hesitate to assert 
that the merchants of this country could well afford the 
price of a first class armored cruiser, such as you have 
seen launched here to-day, every year, to pay for the 
mere advertising your Navy does for you in cruising 
about the world and spreading a feeling of respect for 
the American nation.” 


PASSING OF A VETERAN. 

A correspondent sends the following tribute to the 
memory of Lieut. Col. Joseph Stewart, U.S.A., whose 
death we noted on April 30: 

“The death of Colonel Stewart at his home in Berke- 
ley, Cal., on April 23, severed another of the few re- 
maining ties which connect the Army of to-day with that 
of the first half of the last century. There are now only 
about a score of officers of the line on the active list who 
were born before Colonel Stewart was graduated from 
West Point in 1842. Excepting only Major William Aus- 
tine (class of 1838), he was the oldest graduate of the 
Military Academy whose name is in the Army Register 
for 1904. He was a remarkably well-preserved man for 
his age, retaining his physical and mental faculties to an 
unusual degree. His memory of the events of his early 
service was exact and he had a large reserve of them to 
draw on, often to the amusement and instruction of his 
friends. He was a regular attendant at all the reunions 
of the Mexican War Veterans and other similar func- 
tions, and could always be relied on for anecdotes, remin- 
iscences or repartee. 

“A delegation of Mexican War veterans attended the 
funeral and furnished two of the pall bearers, the others 
representing the Loyal Legion, G.A.R., the Masonic fra- 
ternity and his alma mater, The funeral escort of four 
batteries of Artillery led the procession from the Lom- 
bard street entrance of the reservation to the cemetery, 
where the remains were interred near the highest point, 
overlooking the Golden Gate and the post, where he had 
served forty-five years before and which he had com- 
manded thirty years before. His genial nature and man- 
ly qualities endeared him to all with whom he associated. 
His friends will mourn his loss, and unite in extending 
their sympathies to his children. He leaves the follow- 
ing large family: Joseph Stewart, jr., of Berkeley; Col. 
William F. Stewart, U.S.A., of Fort Williams, Portland, 
Me.; Mrs. J. M. Patterson, of San Francisco; Mrs. F. 
C. Martin, Sutter Creek, Amador Co.; Charles A. Stew- 
art, of San Francisco; Helen A. Stewart, Berkeley; B. 
J. Stewart, Oakland; Josephine Stewart and Alice Stew- 
art, Berkeley. His grandson, Capt. William F. Stewart, 
jr., is stationed with the U.S. Artillery Corps at Sandy 
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Hook. Colonel Stewart held a number of high offices in 

the veteran organizations. He was president of the Mex- 

ican War Veterans, president of the Sloat Monument 

Aasoriatien, and director of the Yountville Soldiers’ 
ome.”

It must not 
be overlooked that these averages do not include retired 
pay. This is very important when it is considered that 
the line officer when retired at 62 receives ee Ee 
year while the Civil War engineer receives but $2,625. 
‘Taking the averages published in your issue as correct 
and assuming that an officer lives ten years after retire- 
ment, which seems reasonable, the average pay received 
by the various branches of the Navy is as follows: Line, 
$3,825; naval constructor, $3,556; civil engineer, $3,153; 
pay corps, $3,128; professors, $3,118; medical corps, 
$3,048; chaplains, $2,484. 2

It is to be assumed that the object of those whose efforts 
secured the passage of the enactment commonly known 
as the “Anti-canteen law,” was to reduce the amount of 
alcoholism in the Army. ‘This law has now been in ef- 
fect for over three years, a period sufficiently long for 
its good features to have borne fruit. That it has been 
but the “barren fig tree” of Holy Writ is shown by the 
statistics contained in the annual reports of the Adjutant 
General, Judge Advocate General and Surgeon General 
of the Army. By reference to these figures it will be 
observed that in proportion to the strength of the Army 
the admission rates for alcoholism have increased; the 
number of courts-martial for drunkenness is greater; 
the deposits with the paymaster are fewer and desertions 
are more numerous than in the decade immediately pre- 
ceding 1901. For purposes of intelligent comparison it 
will be but fair to eliminate the years 1898 to 1900, dur- 
ing which active campaign operations were more or less 
continual'y in progress, 

At the writer's present station during the past eigh- 
teen months there have been three deaths and fifteen 
admissions for alcoholism and 112 admissions for venereal 
disease, two diseases whose statistics are closely related. 
The time lost to the Government by sickness by the causes 
mentioned is equal to a period of six years, to say noth- 
ing of the pay and keep of the soldier during his illness. 
Judged solely then as a measure of military hygiene it 
would seem that the sale of beer should be permitted. It 
can hardly, however, be expected that any Congressman 
or Senator would dare to introduce such a measure, as 
under existing conditions it would be his political funeral 
oration. 

The sale of beer and light wine is under military con- 
trol in the Army of every civilized nation but our own. 
It is recognized that only by such control can the men be 
kept healthy and free from the temptations offered by 
nearby saloons. The question may be asked, why does 
the soldier frequent such low dives? It is a fact well 
known to any one with military experience that the so- 
called better class saloon does not want the enlisted 
trade. There may be exceptions, but they are few. The 
uniform, for one cause of the other, is not popular with 
the civil population. 

Would it not be possible to present an intelligent argu- 
ment based on the statistics of the past three years, to 
the amiable, but misguided ladies of the W.C.T.U. and 
induce them to withdraw their support of the benighted 
aad irrational law now in force?

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COMBINED MANEUVERS. 
To Tite Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In the remarks under head of “Combined Maneuvers,” 
on page 896 of the JourNAL of April 23, 1904, an un- 
named contributor (for I conclude the thoughts are not 
your own). contends that militiamen “without previous 
lang training would be unfit to go hiking over a vast 
maneuver ground day and night like regular troops 
trained to it all the year round.” "That they ought to 
have a month for practice marching preparatory to ma- 
reuvers, and that they are “physicaliy unfit” to meet the 
conditions of maneuvers, “owing to the sedentary life 
of the majority.” For such reasons the plans of those 
who have been striving to give the National Guard in- 
struction on broader and more practical lines than are 
obtainable in the usual summer camps of instruction are 
ty be brushed aside. In the discussion every economist 








and objector—to say nothing of the idlers in the Service 
—will now quote with approval the Journay. But, of 
course, there is more to be said. 

For example, are the regulars trained to such work all 
the year round? Where do the regulars stationed at 
Governors Island practice “hiking” all or any part of the 
year? Are there more enduring sportsmen with rod or 
gun or camping ax, or on a tramp or canoe, horseback, or 
bicycle tour, than those drawn from the sedentary ma- 
jority? And do they require practice before doing a 
hard day’s work in the open? Are militiamen physical 
degenerates? 

For the sake of the great public question involved, 
and to support those who would uplift the military spirit 
of our country, I ask that you give the other side mere- 
ly suggested by these questions, and sustained by many 
reports of the combined maneuvers of 1903. — 





THE VIRGINIA COMBINED MANEUVERS. 


In preparation for the combined maneuvers of the 
Army and National Guard at Manassas, Virginia, next 
September, Major Edward Burr, Corps of Engineers, 
has been ordered to survey and map the land selected 
for camp sites and field exercises. He will be assisted 
by three other officers and thirty enlisted men. The work 
will be under the general supervision of Col. Amos Stick- 
ney, Engineer Officer of the Atlantic Division. 

While some States are either declining the Govern- 
ment’s invitation to participate in the maneuvers or for 
various reasons do not see their way clear to participate 
this year, the Adjutant General’s Office of Georgia is 
receiving enthusiastic tenders of troops who are anxious 
to be designated. ‘The State’s original quota was about 
1,200, which has since been increased, upon request, to 
1,500, with assurances that a further increase may. be 
had if desired. The following number of companies, 
each with a minimum strength of 50 enlisted men, have 
so far accepted the invitation to participate: 1st In- 
fantry, Colonel Gordon, 8; 2d, Colonel Huguenen, 8; 
3d, Colonel Thomason, 5; 4th, Colonel Wooten, 12; 5th 
Colonel Anderson, 8; 1st Battalion Heavy Art., Major 
Williamson, 2; 1st Cavalry, Colonel Meldrum, probably 
4. It is thought that nearly all the troops who are offer- 
ing, expect to remain for the entire fifteen days, al- 
though the season of the year is one in which it is very 
difficult for Georgians generally to get so long a vacation. 

Adjutant General Royster of North Carolina has 
stated that the Ist North Carolina Infantry, under com- 
mand of Col. T. R. Robertson, of Charlotte, will repre- 
sent that State at the Manassas maneuvers. The regi- 
ment expects to take about 600 officers and men and will 
probably be relieved from participating in the State en- 
campment. General Royster expects to attend the ma- 
neuvers as an interested observer. 

It is understood that in Massachusetts the 5th, Sth 
and 9th Regiments and the light battery have filed ap- 
plications to take part in the maneuvers. 

General Dalton, A.G., has informed the officers that the 
State will only pay officers and men for eight days and 
that aside from this they must look to the United States 
for everything. Mounted officers will find Washington 
the best place for securing horses. As the pay of officers 
will be doubled for eight days at least, the State paying 
the regular allowance for that time, and the Government 
the same rate for the entire tour, it will make a good 
thing for a number of the commissioned officers. The 
men also will draw $2 per day for eight days, besides 
the Army pay for 15, and this also may prove an induce- 
ment for many to volunteer who otherwise would not care 
to leave the State.

MIRAGE NEAR NANTUCKET. 

Rear Admiral Colby M. Chester, U.S.N., Superintend- 
ent of the Naval Observatory, has addressed the follow- 
ing interesting letter to the New York Times: 

“Referring to a note in The Times of May 4, re ‘Mir- 
age of Light’s Flash’ from the Nantucket Lightheuse 
having been seen from the steamship Perugia, a distance 
of sixty miles, reminds me of a similar effect observed 
by me in 1888. While the United States ship Galena, 
which was under my command, was steaming for the 
South Shoal lightship, off Nantucket, land was reported 
and soon objects on shore became so distinct as to en- 
able houses and trees to be easily discernible. The ship 
was first headed off shore and then stopped and sound- 
ings were taken before I became satisfied that the ship 
was not greatly out of her course and dangerously near 
the shore. Soon after, as daylight waned, and the lights 
on the Nantucket lighthouse and the South Shoal light- 
ship were lit, cross bearings were taken on them, thus 
establishing the position of the ship beyond question. 
The distance as thus determined from the lighthouse was 
thirty-six miles and that from the lightship eighteen 
miles, each of which was greatly in excess of the ordi- 
nary visibility of these lights. In about an hour the 
mirage must have disappeared, and the lights became ob- 
scured. When the ship, still steaming for the light ves- 
sel, came within the maximum range of visibility of the 
light—twelve miles—it was again seen and the position 
was confirmed. As this matter may be of interest and at 
some times of great importance to the navigator who is 
cruising in the vicinity of these dangerous shoals, I deem 
it important to confirm the possibility of the Perugia’s 
captain’s statement by giving my own experience.”
